Chapter  85  —  Junk,  Secondhand  and  Salvage  Dealers. 

85—1.  Purpose.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Town  by  Chap¬ 
ter  140,  Section  54  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  the  following  is  adopted 
for  the  regulation  and  restriction  of  the  collection  and  storage  of  previously 
damaged,  used,  secondhand,  worn  out,  scrapped  or  discarded  materials  or  ob¬ 
jects  such  as  inter  alia,  automobiles,  building  materials,  machinery,  metal,  waste- 
paper,  rags,  glassware  and  tinware  which  are  or  in  the  future  may  be  collected 
and  stored  in  a  dangerous,  unsightly  or  unsanitary  manner  in  yards  or  other 
places  within  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

85—2.  Definitions.  Except  where  otherwise  indicated  by  law,  the  following 
definitions  shall  apply  in  the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of  this  by-law. 
Enforcement  Officer.  The  Inspector  of  Buildings  or  such  other  person  desig¬ 
nated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Junk.  Any  old,  secondhand,  previously  used,  discarded  or  scrapped  metals, 
bottles,  glassware,  tinware,  paper  bags,  rubber  goods,  plumbing,  heating  and 
electrical  equipment,  fittings,  fixtures  and  appliances,  building  materials,  whole 
motor  vehicles  which  are  unregistered  or,  if  registered,  no  longer  fit  for  recon¬ 
ditioning  for  use  in  highway  transportation,  or  motor  or  other  vehicles  which  are 
wholly  or  partly  dismantled  or  used  parts  or  scraps  therefrom  or  any  other  old, 
secondhand,  used,  discarded  or  scrapped  material  commonly  called  “Junk”  or 
salvage  material. 

Junk  Dealer.  A  person  who  engages  in  the  buying,  selling,  exchanging,  storing, 
processing,  preparing  for  sale  or  use,  or  dealing  in  any  manner  commercially 
with  junk  within  the  town. 

Junk  or  Salvage  Yard.  A  yard,  lot  or  place  or  any  place  of  collection  storage  or 
deposit  outdoors,  within  the  Town  of  Braintree,  where  junk  is  kept  or  stored. 
Licensing  Authority.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Braintree. 

Person.  Any  individual,  firm,  partnership,  association,  corporation,  company, 
organization  or  any  business  entity  permitted  to  do  business  within  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

85—3.  License  Required.  No  person  shall  engage  in  business  as  a  dealer  in 
junk  or  salvage  unless  he  obtains  a  license  from  the  licensing  authority  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

85—4.  The  annual  fee  for  a  license  to  conduct  the  business  of  a  dealer  in 

junk  or  salvage  shall  be  $1,000.00  per  year.  No  license  pursuant  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  issued  and  no  renewal  of^  existing  license  shall 
be  granted,  until  the  full  amount  of  the  fee  has  been  paid  to  the  licensing  author¬ 
ity. 

85—5.  Scope  of  License.  Each  license  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  shall  apply  only  to  the  premises  shown  on  the  survey  furnished  by 
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the  licensee  with  the  application  for  the  license.  The  licensee  may  not  use  any 
other  premises. 

85—6.  Application  for  License;  Survey  Required.  An  application  for  a  dealer 
in  junk  or  salvage  license  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  in  writing,  on  forms  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  licensing  authority.  The  application  shall  be  submitted  under 
oath  and  shall  set  forth  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  who  will  conduct 
said  business  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  having  a  beneficial  in¬ 
terest  in  the  said  business.  It  shall  set  forth  an  accurate  description  of  the  pre¬ 
mises  for  which  the  license  is  sought,  as  shown  by  a  survey  to  be  attached.  It 
shall  contain  such  other  detailed  information  as  to  the  character  and  location  of 
the  business  as  may  be  required  by  the  licensing  authority  to  determine  whether 
the  issuance  of  the  license  sought  would  serve  the  public  interest. 

85-  7.  Expense  of  Hearing:  Deposit  Required.  In  each  application,  except 
in  the  case  of  an  application  for  renewal  of  a  license,  the  applicant  shall  under¬ 
take  to  defray  the  expense  to  the  Town  of  the  public  hearing  on  his  application. 
In  addition,  and  simultaneously  with  the  filing  of  his  application,  the  applicant 
shall  deposit  with  the  town  $40.00  to  defray  expense  for  the  public  hearing,  in¬ 
cluding  advertisement  costs.  If  that  sum  should  be  exhausted,  he  shall  deposit 
such  additional  sums  as  the  town  may  require.  Upon  final  action  on  any  appli¬ 
cation,  the  town  shall  refund  to  the  applicant  the  sum  or  sums  so  deposited  less 
the  expenses  incurred  or  paid  by  it  in  connection  with  the  application  and  the 
hearing  thereon. 

85—8.  Notice  of  Hearing;  Conditions  Warranting  Denial  of  License. 

A.  Upon  the  fiUng  of  the  application  with  the  licensing  authority  and  the 
making  of  the  deposit  for  costs,  written  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  applicant, 
and  public  notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in 
the  Town  of  Braintree  at  least  seven  (7)  days  prior  to  the  hearing,  of  the  time 
and  place  fixed  for  the  hearing  to  be  held  before  the  licensing  authority  on  the 
issuance  of  the  license.  In  the  case  of  an  application  for  renewal  of  a  license,  the 
licensing  authority  may  dispense  with  the  requirement  for  public  notice.  The 
applicant  and  all  interested  persons  shall  have  reasonable  opportunity  to  be 
heard  at  said  hearing. 

B.  No  license  shall  be  granted  under  this  chapter  until  the  enforcement  offi¬ 
cer  certifies  that  the  proposed  junk  or  salvage  yard  meets  the  requirements  of 
this  chapter,  the  Town  of  Braintree  Zoning  By-Laws  and  the  laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  unless  it  appears  after  the  public  hearing  that 
the  issuance  of  such  license  would  not  cause  unreasonable  depreciation  of  sur¬ 
rounding  property  or  be  otherwise  adverse  to  the  best  interests  of  the  town. 

C.  In  the  licensing  procedure  under  this  chapter  the  licensing  authority  shall 
take  into  consideration  any  record  of  a  conviction  of  the  crime  of  receiving 
stolen  goods  or  larceny  of  any  applicant  or  of  any  stockholder,  director  or  of¬ 
ficer  of  any  corporation  applying  for  said  license. 

D.  Any  license  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  effective 
from  the  date  of  its  issuance  until  the  3 1  st  day  of  December  of  the  year  of  such 
issuance.  A  new  application  for  a  license  must  be  made  yearly  if  the  licensee 
continues  in  business.  The  fee  for  such  license  for  the  operation  of  a  junk  or 
salvage  yard  for  less  than  one  (1)  year  shall  be  prorated.  Such  license  is  per-

sonal  with  the  licensee  and  does  not  go  with  the  title  of  the  land,  nor  may  it  be 
sold,  signed,  transferred  or  disposed  of  without  the  permission  of  the  licensing 
authority.  Applications  for  renewal  may  be  made  within  sixty  (60)  days  from 
the  date  of  expiration  of  the  license  and  such  renewal  shall  not  be  unreasonably 
withheld,  unless  for  a  good  cause  shown. 

E.  Such  license  shall  be  placed  and  at  all  times  displayed  in  a  conspicuous 
place  at  the  licensee’s  place  of  activity  or  business. 

85—9.  General  Operating  Requirements. 

A.  Before  use,  a  junk  or  salvage  yard  shall  comply  with  all  provisions  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree  Zoning  By-Law  and  with  a  suitable  gate  which  shall  be  close 
closed  and  locked,  except  during  the  working  hours  of  such  junk  or  salvage  yard, 
or  when  the  applicant  or  his  agent  shall  be  within. 

B.  The  junk  or  salvage  yard,  together  with  things  kept  therein,  shall  at  all 
times  be  maintained  in  a  sanitary  condition. 

C.  No  space  not  covered  by  the  license  shall  be  used  in  the  licensed  business. 

D.  No  water  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  any  place  on  the  premises  in  such 
manner  as  to  afford  a  breeding  place  for  mosquitoes. 

E.  Weeds  and  vegetation  on  the  premises,  other  than  trees,  shall  be  kept  at  a 
height  of  not  more  than  four  (4)  inches. 

F.  No  garbage  or  other  waste  liable  to  give  off  a  foul  odor  or  attract  vermin 
shall  be  kept  on  the  premises,  nor  shall  any  refuse  of  any  kind  be  kept  on  the 
premises,  unless  such  refuse  is  junk,  as  defined  herein,  and  is  in  use  in  the  li¬ 
censed  business. 

G.  No  junk  shall  be  allowed  to  rest  upon  or  protrude  over  any  pubhc  street, 
walkway  or  curb  or  become  scattered  or  blown  off  the  business  premises. 

H.  Junk  shall  be  stored  in  piles  not  exceeding  eight  (8)  feet  in  height  and  shall 
be  arranged  so  as  to  permit  easy  access  to  all  such  junk  for  fire-fighting  pur¬ 
poses. 

I.  No  combustible  material  of  any  kind  not  necessary  or  beneficial  to  the  li¬ 
censed  business  shall  be  kept  on  the  premises,  nor  shall  the  premises  be  allowed 
to  become  a  fire  hazard. 

J.  Gasoline  and  oil  shall  be  removed  from  any  scrapped  engines  or  vehicles 
on  the  premises. 

K.  No  junk  or  other  material  shall  be  burned  on  the  premises  in  any  incinera¬ 
tor  not  meeting  the  requirement  of  federal,  state  or  town  laws,  statutes  and 
codes,  and  no  junk  or  other  material  shall  be  burned  on  the  premises  in  the 
open. 

L.  Processing  of  junk  or  any  other  operations  conducted  within  a  junk  or 
salvage  yard  shall  cease  between  the  hours  of  6:00  P.M.  and  7:00  A.M.  of  the 
following  day. 

M.  No  junk  or  salvage  yard  shall  be  allowed  to  become  a  nuisance,  nor  shall 
any  junk  or  salvage  yard  be  operated  in  such  manner  as  to  become  injurious  to 
the  health,  safety  or  welfare  of  the  community  or  of  any  residents  close  by. 

85—10  Sanitary  Facilities  Required. 

Each  hcensee  under  this  chapter  shall  install  enclosed  sanitary  facilities  upon  the 
junk  or  salvage  yard  for  the  use  of  all  personnel  upon  the  premises  in  connection 
with  the  business  in  accordance  with  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
Town  of  Braintree. 
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85—11.  Health  Hazards  Prohibited. 


The  junk  or  salvage  yard  shall  be  maintained  and  kept  in  such  a  manner  as  will 
prevent  the  habitation  and  breeding  of  rodents  or  vermin  in  the  ground  under 
junk  piles  or  in  or  about  such  piles  and  as  will  prevent  the  accumulation  of  stag¬ 
nant  water  on  the  ground  in  or  about  such  piles  of  junk.  The  licensee  shall  com¬ 
ply  with  all  orders  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  which  are  designed  to  eliminate 
the  breeding  of  rodents  or  vermin. 

85-12.  Established  Junk  or  Salvage  Yards. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  by-law,  the  location  of  junk  or  salvage  yards  already 
established  shall  be  considered  approved,  provided  that  such  junl^  or  salvage 
yards  comply  with  this  by-law,  the  provisions  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  Zoning 
By-Laws  and  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  that  they  pay 
the  license  fee  fixed  in  this  by-law.  Such  established  junk  or  salvage  yards  shall 
have  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  from  the  date  of  mailing  of  notice  to  them 
to  comply  with  such  provisions  of  this  by-law. 

85-  13.  Records. 

Each  licensee  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  vehicles,  appliances  or  junk  purchased  in 
the  course  of  business,  setting  forth  the  identity  of  the  items  purchased,  the 
dates  of  such  purchases,  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  sellers  and  the  amounts 
paid  therefor.  Such  records  shall  be  available  for  inspection  to  all  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officers  or  other  persons  having  lawful  authority  to  make  inquiry  as  to  the 
source  from  which  the  junk  material  was  acquired,  the  nature  of  the  transaction 
and  the  title  of  the  seller. 

85—14.  Violations  and  Penalties.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this 
chapter  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$50.00  a  day.  A  separate  offense  shall  be  deemed  committed  on  each  day  dur¬ 
ing  or  on  which  a  violation  occurs  or  continues. 

85—15.  Severability.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or  part  of  this 
by-law  shall  be  adjudged  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid, 
such  judgment  shall  not  affect,  impair  or  invalidate  the  remainder  thereof,  but 
shall  be  confined  in  its  operation  to  the  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  section  or 
part  thereof  directly  involved  in  the  controversy  in  which  such  judgment  shall 
have  been  rendered,  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

place  where  the  public  has  a  right  of  access  as  invitees  or  licensees,  is 
hereby  required,  subject  to  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  section,  to 
reserve  parking  spaces  in  said  off-street  parking  areas  for  any  vehicle 
owned  and  operated  by  a  disabled  veteran  or  handicapped  person  whose 
vehicle  bears  the  distinguishing  license  place  authorized  by  Section  2  of 
Chapter  90  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  according  to  the  following 
formula: 

If  the  number  of  parking  spaces  in  any  such  area  is  more  than  15  but  not 
more  than  25,  one  parking  space;  more  than  25  but  not  more  than  40,  5% 
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of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  2;  more  than  40  but  not  more  than  100, 
4%  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  3;  more  than  100  but  not  more  than 
200,  3%  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  4;  more  than  200  but  not  more 
than  500,  2%  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  6;  more  than  500  but  not 
more  than  1,000,  114%  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  10;  more  than 
1,000  but  not  more  than  2,000,  1%  of  such  spaces  but  not  less  than  15; 
more  than  2,000  but  less  than  5,000  3/4ths  of  1%  of  such  spaces  but  not 
less  than  20;  and  more  than  5,000,  3/4ths  of  1%  of  such  spaces  but  not 
less  than  20;  and  more  than  5,000,  Vi  of  1%  of  such  spaces  but  not  less 
than  30.  Parking  spaces  designated  as  reserved  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  identified  by  the  use  of  above-grade  signs  with  white  let¬ 
tering  against  a  blue  background  and  shall  bear  the  words  “Handicapped 
Parking:  Special  Plate  Required.  Unauthorized  vehicles  may  be  removed 
at  owner’s  expense”;  shall  be  as  near  as  possible  to  a  building  entrance  or 
walkway;  shall  be  adjacent  to  curb  ramps  or  other  unobstructed  methods 
permitting  sidewalk  access  to  a  handicapped  person;  and  shall  be  12  feet 
wide  or  2  eight  foot  wide  areas  with  4  feet  of  cross  hatch  between  them. 

Section  1 13—1 1—2. 

Parking  in  Designated  Space  Prohibited. 

No  person  may  leave  a  vehicle  other  than  a  vehicle  which  is  owned  and 
operated  by  a  disabled  veteran  or  handicapped  person  which  vehicle  bears 
the  distinguishing  license  plate  authorized  by  Section  2  of  Chapter  90, 
within  a  parking  space  designated  for  use  by  disabled  veterans  or  handi¬ 
capped  persons  as  authorized  by  Section  113—11—1.  No  person  may 
leave  a  vehicle  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  curb  ramp  designated  for 
use  by  handicapped  persons  as  a  means  of  egress  to  a  street  or  pubUc  way. 
The  penalty  for  violation  of  this  by-law  shall  be  as  follows:  For  the  first 
offense,  $15.00;  for  the  second  offense,  $25.00;  and  for  each  subsequent 
offense,  the  vehicle  may  be  removed  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
120D  of  Chapter  266  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws.

WHEREAS  Mr.  H.  Frederick  Herget  earned  unqualified  respect  and  recog¬ 
nition  as  varsity  basketball  coach  from  1953  to  1970,  during  which  his  “Brain¬ 
tree  Wamps”  won  the  Bay  State  League  five  times,  competed  in  the  Eastern 
Massachusetts  Tournament  finals  six  times,  and  won  the  Eastern  Massachusetts 
Championship  in  1969;  and 

WHEREAS  Mr.  H.  Frederick  Herget,  with  unanimous  acclamation  of  his 
colleagues  in  coaching,  was  elected  to  the  Massachusetts  Basketball  Coaches  Hall 
of  Fame  in  1977;  and 
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WHEREAS  Mr.  H.  Frederick  Herget,  through  his  unrelenting  spirit  and 
organizational  skills,  coordinated  the  efforts  of  many  Town  departments  in  the 
construction  of  the  new  Braintree  High  School  stadium  and,  most  recently,  the 
artificial  lighting  of  the  major  playing  fields  at  Braintree  High  School;  and 

WHEREAS  he  served  conscientiously  and  with  distinction  as  a  member  of 
the  Braintree  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  for  twenty  years 
and  directed  the  Town’s  summer  recreation  program  for  thirteen  years;  and 

WHEREAS  Mr.  H.  Frederick  Herget  lent  his  abilities  and  time  in  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  South  Shore  Sunday  School  Basketball  League  Advisory  Board,  the 
Braintree  School  Trust  Fund,  the  Braintree  Rotary  Club,  the  Braintree  Red 
Cross  Water  Safety  Committee,  the  Braintree  YMCA  Committee,  and  the  Town 
Golf  Course  Operating  Committee;  and 

WHEREAS  he  served  as  a  Town  Meeting  member  for  twelve  years  until 
illness  forced  him  to  step  down  in  1981;  and  also  served  his  church  as  deacon  of 
the  First  Congregational  Church;  and 

WHEREAS  our  beloved  colleague  and  friend,  H.  Frederick  Herget,  pro¬ 
vided  us  all  with  a  sterling  example  of  a  loving  parent,  thoughtful  spouse,  en¬ 
lightened  citizen  and  honorable  veteran  of  the  United  States  Armed  Services; 
and 


WHEREAS,  because  of  all  these  accomplishments,  the  Braintree  School 
Committee  and  the  Braintree  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners 
have  deemed  it  appropriate  to  name  the  athletic  facilities  at  Braintree  High 
School  the  H.  Frederick  Herget  Athletic  Complex.

MOVED  the  following  substitute  motion  by  Mr.  Parsons  (4):  To  substi¬ 
tute  in  its  entirety  for  the  motion  under  Article  34  of  the  Warrant  for  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  as  printed  in  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  May  1985  the  following  motion: 
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That  the  Town  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By-Law,  as  most  recently  amended,  as 
follows: 

Revise  the  existing  Section  135—102  by  deleting  the  existing  first  para¬ 
graph  and  adding  a  new  first  paragraph  to  read: 

As  used  in  this  Chapter,  certain  terms  shall  have  specific  meanings  as 
defined  below.  Terms  and  words  not  defined  herein  but  defined  in  the  subdi¬ 
vision  control  law  shall  have  the  meanings  given  therein.  Words  not  defined  in 
either  place  shall  have  the  meaning  given  in  Webster’s  unabridged  dictionary, 
third  edition. 

Further,  to  revise  the  existing  definitions  as  follows: 

1.  Accessory  Use  of  Buildings  —  No  Change. 

2.  Agriculture,  Horticulture  and  Floriculture  —  No  Change. 

3.  Alteration  —  No  Change. 

4.  Place  of  amusement  or  assembly  —  A  public  or  private  activity  such  as 

video  game  arcades,  bowling  alleys,  movie  theaters,  miniature  golf 
facilities  and  similar  activities. 

5.  Animal  Clinic  or  Hospital  —  A  facility  for  the  dispensing  of  medical  ser¬ 

vices  to  animals  that  are  traditionally  and  customarily  considered 
domestic  pets,  not  to  include  the  treatment  of  horses;  and  to  be  pri¬ 
marily  out-patient  in  nature,  with  only  limited  boarding  facilities.  In 
no  instance  shall  the  animal  hospital  or  clinic  be  used  as  a  kennel,  i.e., 
boarding  of  three  or  more  healthy  animals. 

6.  Apartment  House  —  No  Change. 

7.  Auto  Service  Station  —  A  building  or  premises  used  for  the  dispensing, 

sale  or  offering  for  sale  of  motor  fuel  directly  to  the  users  of  motor 
vehicles.

actions,  and  including  drive  through  facilities. 

10.  Boathouse/Marina  —  A  public  or  private  facility  for  the  storage,  mainten¬ 

ance  and  launching  of  marine  craft  or  associated  items  such  as  engines 
or  mechanical  equipment. 

1 1 .  Building  —  No  Change. 

12.  Building  Line  —  No  Change. 

13.  Business/Professional  Offices  —  A  building  or  a  part  thereof,  for  the  trans¬ 

action  of  business  or  the  provision  of  services,  exclusive  of  the  receipt, 
sale,  storage,  or  processing  of  merchandise,  not  including  banks. 

14.  Catering  Services  —  Preparation  from  a  commercial  kitchen  of  foodstuffs 

for  service  elsewhere. 

15.  Cemeteries  (Public)  -  An  area  for  the  interment  or  cremation  of  deceased 

human  beings,  on  publicly  owned  property. 
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16.  Cemeteries  (Private)  —  An  area  for  the  interment  or  cremation  of  de¬ 

ceased  human  beings,  which  is  privately  owned  and  operated  for  profit 
or  as  a  non-profit  business. 

17.  Churches,  Synagogues  and  similar  uses  —  Buildings  used  for  the  purpose  of 

religious  assembly. 

18.  Club  or  Lodge  —  Buildings,  structures  and  premises  used  by  a  non-profit 

social  or  civic  organization,  or  by  an  organization  catering  exclusively 
to  members  and  their  guests  for  a  social,  civic,  recreational  or  athletic 
purposes  which  are  not  conducted  primarily  for  gain  and  provided  there 
are  no  vending  stands,  merchandising  or  commercial  activities  except  as 
may  be  required  generally  for  the  membership  and  purposes  of  such 
organizations.

MOVED  by  Mr.  Sawyer  (8):  The  prolonged  failure  to  accomplish  a  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  former  Central  High  School  property  is  a  matter  of  continuing  and 
serious  concern  to  the  residents  of  Braintree.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  an 
objective  analysis  of  this  problem,  a  Special  Review  Committee  shall  be  immedi¬ 
ately  appointed  by  the  Moderator.  This  Special  Review  Committee  will  have 
five  (5)  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  past  chairmen  of  either  the  Finance 
Committee  or  the  School  Re-Use  Study  Committee.

B.  In  General  Business  Districts  no 
building  or  structure  of  part  thereof  shall  be  erected  or  placed  within  30  feet  of 
any  Residential  District  line.  C.  All  developments  in  the  Residential  C,  General 
Business,  Highway  Business,  or  Industrial  District  shall  be  set  back  fifty  feet 
(50’)  from  all  wetland  and  floodplain  protection  district  boundaries.  D.  Any 
building  in  a  residential  A  or  B  district  shall  be  set  back  at  least  30  feet  from  the 
OSC  district;  and  in  the  case  of  residential  C  district  at  least  50  feet.  Further, 
the  required  setbacks  shall  not  be  devoted  to  any  other  use  or  purpose  and  shall 
be  planted  or  constructed  in  accordance  with  a  plan  on  file  with  the  Building 
Inspector  entitled  “Plan  for  Screening.”  The  Braintree  Planning  Board  during 
the  site  plan  review  process  shall  review  and  approve  or  approve  with  alteration 
the  Plan  for  Screening.  No  building  permits  may  be  issued  until  such  time  as 
the  Planning  Board  has  approved  the  Plan  for  Screening.  Except  in  instances 
where  there  is  no  practical  alternative,  the  Planning  Board  shall  require  vegeta¬ 
tive  screening  and  said  vegetative  plantings  shall  be  of  a  density  to  screen  90% 
of  the  development  in  question  from  view,  along  the  zoning  district  hne  in  ques¬ 
tion.  Further,  said  vegetative  plantings  shall  be  of  various  evergreen  species  only. 
If  the  Planning  Board  requires  fencing,  said  fencing  will  be  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Planning  Board  and  shall  be  constructed  of  natural  materials.

b.  a  mylar  or  reproducible  set  and  ten  (10)  copies  of  the  plan  set, 
including  site  plan,  grading  plan,  utilities,  table  of  dimensional 
regulations,  circulation  plan,  signage,  building  elevations  and 
typical  floor  plan; 

c.  application  fee 

d.  a  written  statement  responding  to  the  criteria  set  forth  in  subsec¬ 
tion  H2  of  this  section; 

e.  a  Form  D  (abutters  list)  certified  by  the  Town  Assessor’s  office. 

2.  The  Planning  Board  has  made  written  findings  certifying  compliance 
with  the  specific  provisions  of  this  by-law  governing  the  exception  and 
that  satisfactory  provision  and  arrangement  has  been  made  covering 
the  following  where  applicable,  and  action  taken  assuring  that  the  spe¬ 
cial  exception  will  not  have  an  adverse  effect  on  adjoining  properties 
or  properties  generally  in  the  district: 

a.  Ingress  and  egress  to  property  and  proposed  structures  thereon 
with  particular  reference  to  automotive  and  pedestrian  safety  and 
convenience;  off-street  parking  and  loading  areas  where  required, 
traffic  flow  and  control;  access  in  case  of  fire  or  catastrophe;  and 
the  capability  of  public  roads  to  support  the  added  traffic  safely. 

b.  The  proposed  use  will  not  create  any  danger  of  pollution  to  the 
public  or  private  water  facilities,  and  the  methods  of  drainage  at 
the  proposed  site,  either  on-site  or  public  sewage  system  wher¬ 
ever  necessary  are  adequate.

Screening  and  buffering  with  reference  to  type,  dimensions,  and 
character. 

f.  Required  yards  and  other  open  space. 

g.  Economic  effect  and  general  compatability  and  harmony  with 
adjacent  properties  and  other  property  in  the  district.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


Calendar  year  1985  contributed  more  than  its  share  toward  becoming  one 
of  the  more  active  years  in  recent  history.  Definitive  action  was  taken  as  a  se¬ 
quel  to  the  November  1984  Special  Town  Meeting  when  a  number  of  contracts 
were  approved  and  signed  to  resolve  the  serious  issue  of  solid  waste  disposal;  a 
tentative  agreement  was  negotiated  with  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  for  a 
satellite  parking  lot  on  Ivory  Street  to  serve  Logan  Airport  although  deigned  to 
be  negated  by  serious  traffic  concerns  from  a  newly  organized  Board  of 
Selectmen;  landfill  closure  plans  moved  toward  completion  through  engineering 
contract  action  by  Selectmen  during  the  waning  months  of  1985. 

The  year  also  saw  the  purchase  of  the  SCA  Chemical  Services  establish¬ 
ment  by  Clean  Harbors  of  Kingston,  Massachusetts;  the  Town’s  insurance 
programs  in  the  workmen’s  compensation  area  and  in  medical  and  hospital  in¬ 
surance  policies  were  in  process  of  a  general  overhaul;  the  community  success¬ 
fully  survived  Hurricane  Gloria  on  September  28;  a  ten  year  veteran  member 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  announced  he  would  not  be  a  candidate  for  the 
Board;  and  many  other  issues  and  resolves  were  considered  and  will  be  outlined 
in  this  annual  report. 

ELECTION  AND  RE-ORGANIZATION 

The  1985  March  elections  brought  a  new  member  to  the  Selectmen  when 
James  J.  Galvin  was  elected,  replacing  Joseph  D.  Cleggett  who  continued  to 
serve  the  community  as  chairman  of  the  newly  organized  water  and  sewer  com¬ 
mission.  During  the  organizational  meeting,  Edward  R.  “Ned”  Wynot  was 
chosed  to  succeed  himself  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  and  Carl  R.  Johnson  was 
named  as  Clerk. 


TOWN  MEETINGS 

Eleven  sessions  of  town  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  eight  in  May 
during  the  annual  and  its  associated  special  meeting;  one  on  June  24  and  two 
sessions  on  November  4  and  5. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  appropriated  $39,581,846.50,  of  which 
$7,268,535.65  was  transferred  from  available  funds,  $1,000,000  from  surplus 
revenue  and  the  balance  of  $32,313,310.85  to  be  raised  in  the  tax  levy. 

Town  Meeting  members  appropriated  $200,000  from  surplus  revenue  as 
the  final  payment  in  the  Bates  land  taking  project;  and  $255,000  additional 
funds  were  appropriated  to  complete  the  Town’s  property  revaluation  program. 
$22,500  was  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  police  station  purposes 
off  Cleveland  Avenue  and  $100,000  was  transferred  to  renovate  sewer  pumping 
stations  at  Common  Street  and  Brookside  Road;  an  additional  $100,000  was 
transferred  to  upgrade  the  pumping  station  filtration  system.  $350,000  was 
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appropriated  to  the  Stabilization  Fund.  The  May  meetings  also  approved  sweep¬ 
ing  changes  in  the  Zoning  By-Laws  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board  and 
in  concert  with  advice  from  Connery  Associates,  consultants  for  the  preparation 
of  the  Town’s  Master  Plan. 

The  June  24  Special 

After  ninety  minutes  of  debate,  questions  and  answers.  Town  Meeting  ap¬ 
proved  the  conditions  of  a  contract  with  the  SEMASS  Partnership  for  the  sale  of 
the  former  Incinerator  and  a  Waste  Acquisition  Agreement  which  provides  for 
the  installation  of  a  rail  haul  transfer  station;  also  authorized  the  filing  of 
special  legislation  allowing  for  a  30  year  lease  agreement  for  the  land  in  the  area 
which  will  be  used  in  the  operation. 

Town  Meeting  also  allowed  for  the  signing  by  August  1  of  an  interim 
service  agreement  covering  the  operation  of  the  existing  transfer  station  until 
such  time  as  the  Rochester  Incinerator  is  open  for  business. 

This  Town  Meeting  also  appropriated  $150,000  for  roof  replacement  at 
the  South  Middle  School,  along  with  certain  school  resurfacing  projects.  A  new 
Highway  Department  street  sweeper  was  also  funded  with  additional  monies 
authorized  for  the  improvement  of  playing  fields  at  Watson  Park.  Nine  articles 
amending  zoning  by-laws  were  tabled. 

November  4th  and  5th  Specials 

The  highlight  of  these  two  very  active  special  Town  Meeting  sessions  ap¬ 
proved  a  wide  variety  of  actions.  The  Selectmen  were  instructed  to  bring  back 
any  possible  agreement  with  Massport  to  a  succeeding  town  meeting  for  ratifica¬ 
tion.  Town  Meeting  members  approved  the  transfer  from  surplus  revenue  the 
amount  of  $70,000  for  the  preparation  of  closure  plans  for  the  landfill  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  and  by  the 
agreements  with  the  SEMASS  Partnership.  An  amount  of  $47,000  was  added 
to  retain  consultants  in  reference  to  the  SEMASS  agreements. 

In  significant  personnel  actions.  Town  Meeting  added  funds  to  the  Fire 
Department  budget  for  the  hiring  of  a  mechanic  and  funded  through  June  30 
the  salary  of  a  Code  Compliance  Officer.  Town  Meeting  also  transferred 
$100,000  toward  a  pilot  program  for  the  cleaning  and  lining  of  old  water  mains 
and  appropriated  $30,000  toward  a  project  to  alleviate  drainage  problems  at 
407  Grove  Street.  Monies  were  also  provided  for  further  drainage  problems  at 
173  Liberty  Street  and  at  175  Lisle  Street,  and  $55,220  was  transferred  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  Hurricane  Gloria. 

Two  committees  were  established;  one  to  analyze  costs  of  preserving  the 
Town  Hall  Auditorium  and  another  to  study  the  implementation  of  an  employee 
wellness  program.  This  meeting  enabled  the  Assessors  to  add  computer  equip¬ 
ment  and  software  to  their  office  and  moved  $57,000  from  surplus  revenue  in 
order  to  install  permanent  bleachers  at  the  High  School  athletic  field.  Town 
meeting  members  also  voted  favorably  to  place  an  additional  $20,000  in  the 
Land  Acquisition  Account. 
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Zoning  By-Laws  were  strengthened  by  Town  Meeting’s  redefinition  of 
the  height  of  buildings,  and  a  further  amendment  to  the  Sign  By-Law  by  pro¬ 
hibiting  all  off-premise  commercial  signs. 


Summary  of  Action  at  Weekly  Selectmen’s  Meetings 


The  year’s  chronology  provides  the  taxpayers  with  an  idea  of  the  broad 
spectrum  of  issues  which  appear  before  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

January  Observed  with  deep  regret  the  passing  of  Ruth  Langley  Hill.  Ap¬ 
pointed  a  committee  of  six  to  investigate  the  process  of  establish¬ 
ing  a  County  Jail  at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital. 

February  Accepted  sixty-six  articles  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  Discus¬ 
sed  the  progress  of  negotiations  of  a  contract  with  the  Braintree 
Police  Club. 


March  On  March  11  the  Selectmen  dedicated  the  new  seven-place  ma¬ 
hogany  table  donated  to  the  Town  by  the  South  Braintree  Board 
of  Trade  and  arranged  through  the  efforts  of  Chairman  Ned  Wynot. 
New  chairs,  leather  table  mats  and  individual  microphones  were 
furnished  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commission¬ 
ers.  Appointed  James  Hallahan,  a  veteran  foreman  on  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  as  Highway  Superintendent.  Honored  the  retirement  of 
Joseph  Cleggett  who  decided  not  to  seek  re-election  to  the  Board. 
Welcomed  James  J.  Galvin  to  his  first  term  as  a  Selectmen,  re¬ 
named  Edward  R.  Wynot  as  Chairman,  began  discussions  with 
Don  Laing’s  Incinerator  Advisory  Committee  relative  to  moving 
into  an  agreement  with  SEMASS,  the  November  1984  Town  Meet¬ 
ing  preference  for  future  use  of  the  Incinerator  property.  Ac¬ 
cepted  twenty-seven  articles  for  the  May  Special  Town  Meeting. 

April  Appointed  George  Alcott  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  re¬ 

placing  John  Bradley  who  had  resigned  the  position.  Appointed 
Robert  Brangiforte  as  Assistant  Highway  Superintendent. 
Awarded  street  resurfacing  contracts  for  the  South  Braintree 
Square  area  to  Derbes  Bros,  in  connection  with  the  South  Braintree 
Square  rehabilitation  program;  named  the  intersection  of  Union, 
Washington  Streets  and  Central  Avenue  as  Thayer  Square  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  200th  birthday  celebration  of  General  Sylvanus 
Thayer.  Awarded  a  wine  and  malt  beverage  license  to  Mug’n 
Muffin. 


May  Called  a  special  Town  meeting  for  June  24;  appointed  Sgt.  Torrey 

and  Sgt.  Sullivan  as  Police  Lieutenants;  voted  to  support  the  Safe- 
Summer  program  designed  to  test  the  efficienty  of  package  stores 
in  controlling  sale  of  liquor  to  minors.  Awarded  a  wine  and  malt 
beverage  license  to  Guiseppe’s  Deli;  approved  plans  submitted  by 
Atty.  Joseph  Hurley,  representing  Messina  Enterprises,  for  residen-

tial  use  of  Central  Junior  High  property;  appointed  George 
Nightingale  as  a  member  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 
Awarded  a  contract  for  disposal  of  trash  to  B  &  F  Landfill,  Acush- 
net,  in  the  amount  of  $24  per  ton  and  $  180  per  load. 

Voted  to  sign  contracts  with  the  SEMASS  Partnership  for  the  fu¬ 
ture  disposal  of  the  Town’s  solid  waste.  Appointed  Patrolmen 
Kenneth  Brady  and  Russell  Jenkins  as  Police  Sergeants;  accepted 
with  profuse  thanks  the  resignations  of  Don  Laing  and  Lou  Resca 
from  the  Incinerator  Advisory  Committee  as  the  Committee  moved 
into  its  final  phase  of  negotiations  with  SEMASS;  Appointed 
Stephen  Karll  as  permanent  member  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Ap¬ 
peals  and  appointed  Robert  E.  Frazier  as  Associate  Member; 
awarded  contract  for  the  study  of  a  new  branch  fire  station  to 
Sullivan  Design,  44  Adams  Street,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$25,000. 

Approved  and  signed  the  Interim  Service  Agreement  with 
SEMASS:  ALSO  THE  PURCHASE  AND  SALES  agreement  and 
the  Waste  Acquisition  Agreement;  approved  for  future  signing  the 
ground  lease  agreement. 

Received  a  letter  from  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  Executive 
Director  David  Davis  indicating  the  Authority’s  interest  in  estab¬ 
lishing  a  parking  lot  for  service  to  Logan  at  the  landfill  site. 

Appointed  the  following  new  police  patrolmen:  Thomas  White- 
house,  David  Jordan,  Edward  Mark  Garvin,  Michael  Spero  and 
Brain  Cahoon;  appointed  Charles  Furness  as  Code  Compliance 
Officer;  heard  a  presentation  from  Massport  officials  relative  to 
satellite  parking.  Awarded  contract  to  James  Mullen  of  Milton  in 
the  amount  of  $  121,000  per  year  for  leasing  of  the  existing  parking 
lot  on  Ivory  Street.  Agreed  to  send  strict  warning  letters  to  five 
package  stores  found  in  violation  of  selling  liquor  to  minors  during 
the  safe-summer  program.  Accepted  forty  articles  for  the  Novem¬ 
ber  4th  Special  Town  Meeting.  Held  special  meeting  on  the  morn¬ 
ing  of  Hurricane  Gloria;  appointed  Richard  McMaster  to  the 
Cemetery  Commission  following  the  resignation  of  John 
Shaughnessey. 

Awarded  contract  for  engineering  services  for  closure  of  the  Land¬ 
fill  to  Metcalf  &  Eddy  in  the  amount  of  $70,000.  Veteran  Select¬ 
man  Carl  Johnson  announced  he  would  not  seek  re-election.  Sus¬ 
pended  the  liquor  license  of  Resendes,  Inc.,  for  one  day  due  to  a 
sale  to  a  minor.  Accepted  a  memorandum  of  agreement  with  the 
Superior  Officers  Union;  voted  in  favor  of  commencing  negotia¬ 
tions  with  Massport  for  a  lease  of  land  along  Ivory  Street  for  park¬ 
ing  purposes. 
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November  Appointed  James  Galvin  as  the  Board’s  representative  to  the 
Capital  Planning  Committee.  Voted  to  inform  the  Board  of  Health 
of  the  Selectmen’s  opposition  to  the  licensing  of  Clean  Harbors 
on  Quincy  Avenue  as  a  site  for  the  processing  of  hazardous  wastes. 

December  Met  with  the  Highlands  Civic  Association  and  residents  relative  to 
traffic  problems  along  Route  37;  met  with  residents  of  Central 
Avenue  with  similar  traffic  complaints.  Appointed  Joseph  Cleggett 
as  delegate  to  the  Regional  Transportation  Committee.  Approved 
a  wine  and  malt  beverage  license  for  Dino’s  At  the  Landing.  Voted 
to  continue  use  of  DiBernardinis  Consultants  for  the  monitoring  of 
Clean  Harbors;  approved  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  for  the 
AFSCME  contract.  Accepted  18  articles  for  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  scheduled  for  January  21,  1986. 


In  Memoriam 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  pauses  in  deep  regret  due  to  the  passing  of  long¬ 
time  Town  Meeting  Member  and  champion  of  the  Elderly  Ruth  Langley  Hill 
who  passed  on  in  January.  The  death  in  April  of  teacher  and  athletic  director  H. 
Fred  Herget  has  created  a  void  which  cannot  be  filled.  Another  good  friend 
departed  in  October  —  Carleton  Brown,  a  veteran  Town  Meeting  Member,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Town  Forest  Committee,  member  of  the  Open  Space  Study  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  a  faithful  supporter  of  the  Boy  Scout  program.  A  kind  and  efficient 
supporter  of  many  facets  of  town  government,  he  is  sorely  missed. 


CONCLUSION 

A  number  of  important  issues  face  the  town  during  1986,  the  more  pro¬ 
minent  being  the  completion  of  the  property  revaluation  program  and  the  sett¬ 
ing  of  a  tax  rate  for  fiscal  1986.  The  Assessor’s  Office  was  subjected  to  a  serious 
set-back  in  the  fall  of  1985  due  to  the  serious  illness  of  Deputy  Assessor  Dennis 
Shurtleff.  Property  classification  will  be  an  urgent  consideration  by  Selectmen 
prior  to  establishing  a  new  tax  rate. 

The  first  major  step  in  the  progress  of  the  SEMASS  contractual  agreements 
will  be  the  conveyance  at  the  agreed  to  figure  of  $2,000,000  of  the  Ivory 
Street  transfer  station.  At  this  writing  the  property  transfer  procedure  is 
pending  the  expiration  of  a  public  appeal  period  which  follows  the  recent  change 
in  zoning. 

Several  major  public  works  projects  were  completed  in  1985,  specifically 
the  Pond  Street  reconstruction  contract  and  the  re-building  of  the  Liberty 
Street  Bridge.  The  signalization  of  Five  Corners  is  a  state  contract  and  moving 
very  slowly  due  to  problems  with  property  line  encroachments  and  with  land 
takings.  The  South  Braintree  Square  engineering  plans  for  reconstruction  of 
streets  and  sidewalks  are  80%  complete  and  will  be  awaiting  a  green  light  from 
the  Taunton  Office  of  the  D.P.W. 
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Other  important  issues  facing  the  Town  in  calendar  1986  are  contract  ne¬ 
gotiations  with  the  Firefighters  Union,  the  Braintree  Police  Club  and  with  the 
Superior  Officers  Local,  I.B.P.O.  By-Law  enforcements,  solution  of  space  prob¬ 
lems  at  the  Town  Hall,  Cable  TV  issues  and  full  acceptance  of  the  new  zoning 
laws  round  out  concerns  in  the  coming  months. 

The  ultimate  resolution  of  problems  with  the  future  of  the  Central  Junior 
High  School  currently  rests  with  the  Attorney  General  and  the  judiciary  system 
and  is  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

To  these  issues,  along  with  the  complete  spectrum  of  the  many  problems 
in  town  government,  we  pledge  our  continued  and  constant  attention  and  ask 
for  the  patient  indulgence  by  the  taxpayers  and  the  ongoing  spirit  of  coopera¬ 
tion  and  loyalty  from  all  town  employees,  as  well  as  from  our  colleagues  serving 
on  a  variety  of  town  boards  and  commissions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


We  have  often  heard  it  said  that  you  can  do  anything  with  numbers;  but 
our  goal  is  to  make  our  numbers  reflect,  as  accurately  as  humanly  possible,  what 
is  happening  in  our  Town.  To  that  end  we  have  made  great  strides.  These  num¬ 
bers  are,  for  the  most  part,  actual  and  factual.  There  is  one  area  that  suffers 
from  the  discrepancy  of  methodology  and  that  is  entitled  ‘liquor  law  violations.’ 
We  have  ascertained  how  this  happened  and  it  will  correct  itself  in  next  year’s 
report. 

These  preface  remarks  lead  me  to  the  Annual  Report  in  its  entirety.  I 
would  say  that  the  figures  confirm  a  stability  in  the  numbers,  with  one  excep¬ 
tion  —  a  positive  one,  I  might  add.  On  the  whole  they  reflect  the  proactiveness 
of  the  Braintree  Police  Officers.  This  is  demonstrated  in  the  number  of  citations 
issued  and  arrests  for  operating  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquors.  This 
proactiveness  means  more  vehicle  stops.  Such  stops  ultimately  lead  to  more 
arrests,  not  only  for  violations  of  the  motor  vehicle  laws  and  “OUI,”  but  of 
persons  who  have  committed  crimes  more  serious  in  nature,  e.g.,  burglary, 
robbery,  violations  of  the  narcotic  drug  laws,  etc. 

This  is  a  goal  that  I  have  worked  toward  for  many  years.  Although  we 
have  not  added  to  our  complement  of  men  since  the  year  1978,  we  have  made 
progress  in  achieving  that  goal.  Without  adding  men  we  have  added  to  our 
manpower  with  our  force  at  100%  and  with  98+%  working  (only  one  officer 
out  on  injured  leave  as  opposed  to  10%  to  25%  being  out  on  long-term  sickness 
or  injury  in  the  last  few  years).  This  has  been  a  big  plus  for  the  Town. 

Selective  enforcement,  directed  patrols,  service  of  warrants,  and  other 
proactive  procedures  make  it  all  come  together.  Although  there  were  3,882 
citations  issued  in  1984  and  4,123  in  1985  (an  increase  of  241  which  represents 
a  percentage  increase  of  6.2%),  I  am  not  satisfied  with  its  correlation  to  the 
number  of  registered  motor  vehicles  in  the  Town  of  Braintree,  the  number  of 
motor  vehicles  which  enter  and  remain  the  Town  of  Braintree  due  to  private 
business  or  industrial  enterprise,  and  the  numbers  of  motor  vehicles  which  tra¬ 
verse  this  community  for  various  and  sundry  reasons  daily  (in  excess  of 
100,000).  The  total  number  of  citations  should,  at  minimum,  be  6,000,  and 
that  is  setting  it  low. 

I  am  not  talking  about  quotas.  I  am  not  talking  about  areas  that  only  re¬ 
quire  high  visibility.  I  am  not  talking  about  moving  violations  where  a  verbal 
warning  would  suffice.  I  am  talking  about  flagrant  violations.  What  I  am  saying 
is  that,  if  every  street  officer  on  each  shift  during  the  24  hour  day  cited  one 
driver  for  flagrant  violations,  the  number  6,000  would  readily  become  10,000. 
I  want  to  compliment  the  men  for  their  movement  in  the  right  direction  but  I 
also  want  to  remind  them  that  we  have  a  long  way  to  go.  We  are  a  community 
that  is  hustUng,  bustUng,  and  full  of  activity.  We,  as  a  department,  must  parallel 
that  activity  with  police  proactivity. 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  various  boards,  committees, 
departments  and  individuals,  both  elected  and  appointed,  for  their  cooperation 
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over  the  past  year,  with  emphasis  given  to  the  men  of  this  department  and  our 
ancillary  services  in  the  area  of  civilian  employees,  women  Traffic  Supervisors, 
and  our  Auxiliary  Police  Force. 

Although  this  Town  is  deemed  economically  sound,  I  find  it  to  be  in 
serious  trouble  as  to  its  antiquated  form  of  government  to  serve  current  needs. 
As  economically  sound  as  we  have  been  said  to  be,  I  believe  the  situation  would 
enhance  itself  a  thousandfold  it  we  have  a  more  centralized  form  of  government 
where  there  is  responsibility,  accountability  and  leadership  vested  in  an  indi¬ 
vidual  with  the  checks  and  balances  in  the  form  of  a  council  or  other  stabilizing 
body.

28  and  15  years  of  dedicated  service  (respectively). 

During  1985  all  of  the  Superior  Officers  of  the  Department  at¬ 
tended  and  successfully  completed  the  state  mandated  training 
on  suicide  prevention  in  minicipal  detention  facihties.  The  De¬ 
partment  also  availed  itself  of  the  opportunity  to  participate  in 
the  in-service  training  program  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
Criminal  Justice  Training  Council.  This  is  in  lieu  of  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  customary  in-service  training  held  at  Braintree  Pohce 
Headquarters  armually.  The  course  includes  CPR  recertification, 
one-third  of  the  First  Responder  retraining.  Suicide  Prevention, 
and  updates  on  new  laws  and  court  decisions  of  importance  to 
Police  Officers.  As  of  December  31,  24  of  our  64  Pohce  Officers 
had  successfully  completed  the  40  hour  course. 

Also  during  1985  the  Auxiliary  Police  donated  11,750  duty  and 
training  hours  of  service  to  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Braintree  Fire  Department  is  pleased  to  report  to  the  people  of 
Braintree  that  your  Fire  Department  has  endeavored  to  provide  the  best  in 
pubhc  safety  for  you.  Again,  we  have  experienced  an  increase  in  services  pro¬ 
vided. 

As  a  Department  that  is  open  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week, 
we  received  calls  of  every  conceivable  description  from  our  citizens.  We  have  at¬ 
tempted  to  be  responsive  to  these  requests  and  will  continue  to  provide  assist¬ 
ance  whenever  possible. 

The  Fire  Station  Study  Consultant,  Sullivan  Design  Group,  Inc.,  of  44 
Adams  Street,  Braintree,  was  engaged  by  the  Town  to  study  site  locations  for  a 
new  Highland  Station.  The  study  determined  that  a  Station  in  northwest  Brain¬ 
tree  should  be  addressed  first  due  to  the  number  of  responses  in  this  area  and  the 
amount  of  time  required  to  answer  these  calls  from  Central  Station.  The  Con¬ 
sultant  is  presently  studying  several  possible  locations  for  this  proposed  Fire 
Station.  The  Consultant’s  report  also  recommended  that  several  safety  changes 
be  addressed  at  the  present  Highlands  Station  until  such  time  as  the  present 
building  is  replaced. 

During  calendar  year  1985  the  Braintree  Fire  Department  responded  to 
4,322  Fire  Incidents  and  related  calls.  This  represents  an  increase  of  10.2%  over 
calendar  year  1984.  Some  of  this  increase  is  due  to  assuming  a  duty  previously 
provided  by  another  Department. 

FIRE  LOSSES  totaled  $915,299  in  properties  assessed  at  $2,377,300.

With  the  proposed  development  presently  in  progress  and  being  contem¬ 
plated  in  the  near  future,  we  can  expect  continued  increases  in  the  services  pro¬ 
vided  by  your  Fire  Department.  We  can  expect  a  new  300  room  Hotel,  a  new 
Shopping  Center,  several  office  buildings  on  Grossman  Drive  and  Braintree  Hill 
Park  as  well  as  a  400  to  500  Cluster  1  &  2  Unit  development  in  the  Braintree 
Highlands  and  150  units  at  the  Braintree  Dam  area.  The  Quincy  Patriot  Ledger 
has  reported  that  Braintree  is  the  largest  Industrial  Growth  Community  in  the 
South  Shore  with  six  Industrial  Parks. 

Fire  Prevention  is  the  best  and  only  way  to  reduce  fire  losses  and  fire 
deaths.  Your  Fire  Prevention  Bureau  actively  pursues  this  objective  as  their 
goal.  The  Bureau  under  the  direction  of  Captain  John  K.  Grandy  and  Lt.  James 
F.  Giles,  conducted  inspections  and  issued  permits  amounting  to  thirty-three 
thousand  and  one  hundred  sixty-four  dollars  ($33,164.00)  of  revenue  returned 
to  the  Town.

The  Bureau  conducted  fifty- two  Inspections  at  Clean  Harbors  Waste  Fa¬ 
cility.  In  conjunction  with  our  professional  consultant,  DiBerardinis  Associates, 
most  of  these  inspections  were  unannounced  during  all  three  shifts  at  the  Clean 
Harbor  Waste  Facility,  as  well  as  at  other  hazardous  waste  producers  such  as 
Weymouth  Art  Leather,  Armstrong  World  Industries,  Haemonetics  and  other 
industries. 

We  have  also  been  active  in  inspecting  possible  leaking  underground  stor¬ 
age  tanks  and  have  updated  aU  underground  storage  tank  locations  in  anticipa¬ 
tion  of  the  new  federal  requirements  regarding  inspection  procedures.  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Environmental  QuaUty  Engineering  (DEQE)  Regulation  310,  CMR 
30,523  requires  that  any  industry  using  hazardous  waste  or  toxic  chemicals  in 
their  manufacturing  process  file  a  contingency  plan  with  the  Fire  Department 
for  safety,  health  and  firefighting  requirements. 

The  “Learn  Not  to  Burn”  program  has  been  expanded  in  the  school  sys¬ 
tem  and  continues  to  be  a  vital  tool  in  the  education  of  youngsters  to  the 
dangers  of  fire,  as  well  as  its  physical  and  psychological  effects.  This  program 
is  aho  available  to  civic  and  other  groups. 

TRAINING 

Lt.  Stephen  W.  Flaherty  has  been  State  Certified  under  a  federal  program 
as  a  Training  Officer  after  attending  and  successfully  completing  an  extended 
course  at  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy.  Lt.  Flaherty  and  Drill  In- 
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structor  Lt.  Daniel  R.  Ryan  completed  a  “Haz  Mat”  course  for  instructors 
sponsored  by  the  Metro  Fire  District  at  the  Massachusetts  Fire  Academy.

EQUIPMENT 

Our  East  Braintree  Engine  (Engine  No.  3)  a  1971  Pirsch  Pumping  Engine, 
was  refurbished  for  $53,000.00  which  is  one  third  the  cost  of  a  new  pumper. 
This  work  will  add  fifteen  years  of  service  to  this  vehicle,  making  refurbishment 
an  attractive  viable  alternative  to  the  escalating  cost  of  new  fire  apparatus. 

We  are  also  in  the  process  of  replacing  our  1973  Fire  Alarm  Bucket  Truck 
needed  to  maintain  four  hundred  Municipal  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  and  nearly  eighty 
miles  of  Fire  Alarm  cable.  We  expect  delivery  early  February. 

FIRE  ALARM  DIVISION 

Assistant  Superintendent  David  Gray  has  continued  a  program  of  replacing 
old  style  iron  wire  with  the  modern  red  “C”  wire,  a  lighter  wire  reducing  break¬ 
age.  He  has  installed  eighty-two  hundred  feet  of  Fire  Alarm  cable,  as  well  as 
connecting  nine  new  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  and  reconditioned  seven  existing  boxes. 
He  installed  forty-one  new  terminal  cans  and  repaired  or  replaced  sixty-four 
Fire  Alarm  Box  signal  red  lights.  During  the  past  year  Mr.  Gray  spent  two 
hundred  eighty-eight  hours  trouble  shooting  Fire  Alarm  circuits.

REPORT  OF  THE  ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT

The  annual  report  of  the  Engineering  Department  is  respectfully  submitted 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1985. 

CONSTRUCTION  PROJECTS 


Pond  Street  Project 

The  reconstruction  of  Pond  Street  between  Wayne  Avenue  and  Washing¬ 
ton  Street,  as  well  as  the  section  of  Washington  Street  between  Jefferson  Street 
and  Thayer  Place,  was  completed  this  year.  The  traffic  signals  at  the  intersec¬ 
tion  of  Pond  Street  and  Washington  Street  were  first  put  into  operation  on  Sep¬ 
tember  25. 

Liberty  Street  Bridge  Project 

Reconstruction  of  the  Liberty  Street  bridge  and  adjacent  roadways,  in¬ 
cluding  the  intersection  of  Liberty  Street  and  Grove  Street,  commenced  on 
February  25.  Initially  the  terms  of  the  contract  required  that  Liberty  Street  be 
kept  open  to  traffic  during  construction,  however,  eventually  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  agreed  to  close  the  road  and  construction  activities  progressed  at  a 
faster  pace  during  the  second  half  of  the  year.  On  December  3 1  the  new  bridge 
was  open  to  traffic.  The  remaining  work  consists  mostly  of  the  construction  of 
railings  and  barriers,  traffic  signals  and  placing  of  the  final  layer  of  pavement. 

Coolidge  Avenue  /  St.  Thomas  More  Drainage  Project 

Bids  for  this  drainage  project  were  opened  on  May  7.  L.A.L.  Construction 
Company,  Inc.,  of  Fall  River  was  the  lowest  of  five  bidders  at  $134,945.  Con¬ 
struction  began  on  June  24  and  was  completed  August  26. 

PROJECTS  UNDER  DESIGN 
Plain  Street  Bridge  Project 

The  consulting  firm  of  Seely e  Stevenson  Value  &  Knecht  is  preparing  plans 
for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Plain  Street  railroad  bridge.  A  public  hearing  was 
held  on  April  18  and  the  contract  is  expected  to  be  advertised  for  bids  during 
1987. 

South  Braintree  Square  Project 

This  project  will  involve  the  reconstruction  of  streets  and  sidewalks  on 
Washington  Street,  Hancock  Street  and  Pearl  Street  in  the  vicinity  of  South 
Braintree  Square.  It  is  being  designed  by  the  firm  of  Anderson-Nichols  and 
construction  will  be  financed  with  State  highway  bond  issue  allocations.  The* 
expected  advertising  date  is  last  1986. 
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Elm,  Adams  and  Middle  Streets 

Preliminary  plans  for  the  reconstruction  of  this  intersection  have  been 
completed  up  to  the  25%  stage.  The  May  Town  Meeting  will  be  requested  to 
appropriate  funds  for  the  completion  of  design. 

Five  Comers  Project 

The  preparation  of  plans  for  the  Five  Corners  project  reached  the  75% 
stage  late  in  the  year.  Because  of  the  complexity  of  the  project,  the  estimated 
advertising  date  has  been  moved  back  to  spring  of  1987. 

Weymouth  Landing  Project 

Design  of  this  project  has  reached  the  100%  stage  and  we  are  now  in  the 
process  of  obtaining  the  necessary  easements  and  right- of- entry  forms.  Con¬ 
struction  should  start  in  the  second  half  of  1986. 

Town  Brook  Project 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  completed  by  the  firm  of  Metcalf  & 
Eddy  and  the  necessary  hearings  were  held  by  both  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion  and  the  Planning  Board.  We  expect  this  project  to  be  advertised  for  bids  by 
the  Corps  of  Engineers  during  the  summer  of  1986. 

OTHER  ACTIVITIES 

In  addition  to  the  projects  listed  above,  the  Department  also  provided 
engineering  services  for  the  following: 

1.  The  preparation  of  plans,  specifications  and  deeds  for  a  safety  i- 
provement  project  at  the  corner  of  Middle  Street  and  B.V.  French 
Street.  Construction  started  on  August  27  and  was  completed  in  the 
fall. 

2.  A  new  retaining  was  was  constructed  at  22  Thetford  Avenue. 

3.  A  system  of  sub-drains  was  constructed  at  40  Kensington  Street  to 
eliminate  a  serious  groundwater  problem. 

4.  The  Michele  Lane— Geraldine  Lane  subdivision  was  completely  resur¬ 
veyed  at  the  request  of  the  residents  of  that  neighborhood. 

5.  The  animal  crematory  facility  at  the  rear  of  the  Highway  Department 
barn  was  advertised  for  bids  and  completely  reconstructed. 

6.  At  the  request  of  the  Park  Department  we  evaluated  the  construc- 
tural  condition  of  the  high  school  stadium  after  it  had  been  damaged 
by  fire. 

7.  We  inspected  a  retaining  wall  at  the  rear  of  the  Ross  School,  as  well  as 
a  wall  adjacent  to  South  Middle  School,  at  the  request  of  the  School 
Department. 
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8.  Our  new  Televideo  Personal  Computer  was  delivered  December  9. 

9.  Ken  Hulke  furnished  all  the  plans  and  graphs  included  in  the  Finance 
Committee  handbook. 

10.  Unfortunately,  the  Town  has  apparently  given  up  its  pursuit  of  a 
pedestrian  walkway  between  Independence  Avenue  and  the  Quincy 
Adams  “T”  station. 

11.  We  are  presently  serving  on  the  following  committees:  Grove  Street 
Drainage  Committee,  Town  Hall  Auditorium  Preservation  Committee, 
Massport  Negotiation  Committee  and  the  Granite  Street  Corridor 
Study  Committee. 

12.  The  Department  took  in  $5,332.50  from  the  sale  of  plans  and  maps 
during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


SNOW  REMOVAL: 

Five  snow  storms  in  1985  warranted  the  Highway  Department  to  plow  all 
streets,  school  parking  lots  and  play  areas,  town  parking  lots  and  designated  side¬ 
walks.  The  sanding  trucks  were  in  operation  frequently  because  of  icing  condi¬ 
tions.  Ninety  sand  barrels  were  maintained  throughout  the  Town.

PATCHING  &  SIDEWALK  REPAIRS: 

Streets  were  patched  throughout  the  Town  and  sidewalk  repairs  were 
made  in  several  areas.  Forty  tons  of  cold  mix  was  used  during  the  winter 
months  to  repair  pot  holes. 

MAINTENANCE: 

Routine  maintenance  includes  sweeping  streets  and  sidewalks;  cleaning 
catch  basins,  brooks  and  drains;  repairing  fences  and  guard  rails  installed  by  the 
Tonw;  and  clearing  brush  from  road  sides,  sidewalks  and  town  lots. 

STREET  PAINTING: 

Center  and  stop  lines  were  repainted  throughout  the  town.  Crosswalks 
were  repainted  at  all  schools  and  business  areas. 

TRAFFIC  &  STREET  SIGNS: 

Street  signs  and  posts  were  replaced  when  necessary.  Numerous  stop 
signs,  no  parking,  keep  right,  handicapped  child  signs,  etc.,  were  installed  or 
replaced. 

STREETS  RESURFACED: 

The  following  streets  were  resurfaced:  Elliott  Street,  Elmwood  Park, 
Brookside  Road,  Howie  Road,  South  Street,  Tenney  Road,  Gilbert  Bean  Drive, 
and  Meadowbrook  Road. 

The  following  streets  were  prepared  for  resurfacing  under  the  Community 
Development  Program  (Federal  funding):  Hall  Avenue,  Thayer  Place,  Thayer 
Avenue,  Crescent  Avenue,  Central  Avenue,  Central  Street,  Taylor  Street, 
Summer  Street,  Tremont  Street,  Frederick  Road  and  Holbrook  Avenue. 

2,500’  of  Washington  Street  in  Braintree  Square  was  scraped  and  resur¬ 
faced  with  State  funds. 
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DRAINS: 


New  catch  basins  were  installed  on  Washington  Street,  Conrad  Street  and 
Kensington  Street.  New  drain  pipe  was  installed  on  Old  Elm  Street,  Washington 
Street,  Birch  Street  and  Kensington  Street. 

LEAF  REMOVAL: 

Leaves  were  bagged  by  residents  and  picked  up  weekly  by  the  Highway 
Department.  With  help  from  the  Quincy  Court’s  Earn  It  program,  the  bags  were 
emptied  and  leaves  piled  at  the  Braintree  cemetery. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PROJECTS: 

Retaining  walls  were  built  on  Commercial  Court  and  Middle  Street.  Guard 
rails  were  installed  on  Commercial  Street  and  Walnut  Street. 

New  sidewalks  were  constructed  on  Marshall  Street,  Middle  Street  and 
Kensington  Street.  The  end  of  B.  V.  French  Street  was  widened  for  better 
visibility.  The  bus  shelter  on  Washington  Street  was  rebuilt  after  being  damaged 
by  vandals. 

Hurricane  Gloria  hit  this  area  on  September  27th  and  left  a  trail  of  hun¬ 
dreds  of  downed  trees  and  branches.  For  six  weeks  all  other  work  was  sus¬ 
pended  while  every  man  and  truck  in  the  Department  was  used  to  remove  the 
hurricane  debris.

BUILDING  CONNECTIONS 


There  were  sixty-five  (65)  sewer  connections  completed  during  the  year 
under  Department  supervision. 

MAINTENANCE 

There  were  four  (4)  mainline  stoppages  during  the  year  due  to  grease,  tree 
roots  and  other  foreign  objects  throughout  the  system.  We  had  two  (2)  pipe 
collapses  —  Wildwood  Avenue  and  Birchcroft  Road  —  that  were  repaired. 

We  received  142  calls  for  sewer  stoppages,  23  of  those  being  internal 
plumbing  problems.  The  remaining  121  calls  were  the  result  of  tree  roots, 
grease,  paper  and  other  foreign  matter  within  the  sewer  connection. 

The  Sewer  Division  continued  to  proceed  with  some  recommendations 
from  the  Town’s  Facility  Plan.  Beginning  the  end  of  December  1984  and 
January  1985  the  Town  contracted  the  cleaning  of  the  Allen  Street  siphon. 
With  the  cleaning  of  this  pipe  and  our  on-going  I/I  removal  program,  the  Town 
had  no  sewer  overflowing  during  the  year.  Since  the  Town  experiences  no  sew¬ 
erage  overflow,  the  East  Braintree  Overflow  Project  has  been  put  on  hold  and 
may  not  be  necessary  at  this  time. 

Administrative  Order  No.  546,  issued  from  the  Department  of  Environ¬ 
mental  Quality  Engineering,  was  amended  in  April  1985.  The  Town  is  proceed¬ 
ing  to  comply  with  its  conditions.  The  house-to-house  survey  is  approximately 
25%  completed  with  100  violations  being  found.  The  sewer  system  is  being 
checked,  noting  problem  areas  and  necessary  repairs.  A  manhole  frame  and 
cover  replacement  program  was  begun  and  will  continue  for  many  years. 
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The  Sewer  System  Evaluation  Survey  projected  to  begin  in  the  Spring  of 
1985  was  once  again  delayed.  Due  to  low  groundwater  levels,  the  Sewer  System 
Evaluation  Survey  was  not  authorized  and  is  intended  to  be  performed  in  the 
Spring  of  1986.  However,  the  house-to-house  survey  of  the  Shaw  Street  area 
was  completed  in  November  1985  as  part  of  the  Sewer  System  Evaluation  Sur¬ 
vey  Program. 

During  March  of  1985  the  Town  election  creased  the  first  Board  of  Water 
and  Sewer  Commissioners.  The  new  Board  consisted  of  Joseph  D.  Cleggett, 
Chairman;  Daniel  J.  Mahoney,  Vice  Chairman;  Sheila  D.  Roach,  Clerk;  Roger 
E.  Aiello,  Associate  and  David  P.  Harrington,  Associate.  The  Board’s  first  action 
was  to  begin  the  combination  of  services.  After  renovating  the  former  Water 
Department  building,  the  new  offices  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Department  were 
opened.  The  Sewer  Department  office  located  at  Town  Hall  was  closed  in  July 
and  all  personnel  were  transferred  to  the  new  offices.  The  Braintree  Electric 
Light  computer  was  hooked  up  in  March  1985  to  provide  centralized  billing 
system  for  the  Town. 

The  Department  proceeded  on  its  program  of  updating  vehicles  and  equip¬ 
ment.  The  Department  disposed  or  sold  several  pieces  of  surplus  equipment  and 
received  delivery  of  the  following  items:  3/4  ton  van  in  April,  1/2  ton  pick-up 
truck  in  May,  and  portable  vacuum  unit  in  December. 

The  Department  renewed  its  program  of  televising  sewer  lines  around 
Town.  Approximately  two  (2)  miles  of  various  sized  pipes  were  televised,  result¬ 
ing  in  the  discovery  of  several  problem  areas.  Future  Town  Meetingaction  will 
be  required  to  correct  these  problems. 

The  Department  continued  its  wastewater  pump  stations’  renovation  pro¬ 
grams  with  repairs  to  several  stattions.  Over  the  next  several  years  the  Town  is 
expecting  to  upgrade  pumps,  motors  and  controls  at  several  stations. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  for 
the  cooperation  and  assistance  received  from  all  Town  departments.  Also, 
thanks  to  the  loyal  and  efficient  employees  of  the  Sewer  Division  and  Water  and 
Sewer  Department  office  personnel.

(MAPC) 

Braintree  is  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  (MAPC) 
which  is  made  up  of  101  communities  in  the  metropolitan  Boston  area.  The 
MAPC  makes  regional  plans  and  policies  and  provides  technical  assistance  to 
member  communities. 

In  1985  MAPC  membership  assessment  was  17.7  cents  per  capita,  at  a 
cost  to  the  town  of  $6,432.  Specific  assistance  to  Braintree  included:  an 
analysis  of  the  impacts  of  proposed  development  on  the  traffic  patterns  at  the 
Columbian/Grove  Streets  intersection;  review  of  one  development  proposal 
with  an  estimated  construction  cost  of  $30,000,  and  two  Industrial  Revenue 
Bonds  totaling  $2,635,000. 

Braintree  also  benefited  from  MAPC  regional  plans,  policies  and  programs 
including  land  use  maps,  providing  detailed  analysis  of  the  region  between 
1951—1971.  The  Transportation  Improvement  Program,  required  to  maintain 
eligibility  for  federal  funds,  which  was  updated  during  this  past  year.  In  addi¬ 
tion,  MAPC  was  named  an  economic  development  region  by  the  U.S.  Economic 
Development  Agency.  Braintree’s  support  of  this  designation  allows  a  10  per¬ 
cent  bonus  on  federal  funds  expended  in  our  region  for  economic  development 
projects  utilizing  federal  support. 

Two  new  publications  should  be  of  interest  to  the  Town.  The  State  of 
the  Region,  a  comprehensive  study  of  metro  Boston  by  MAPC  staff  member 
Douglas  Carnahan,  Ph.D.,  which  provides  social  and  economic  forecasting  tools, 
maps  and  statistical  charts,  and  analyses  of  data  which  compare  the  region  in 
1971  to  the  present.  Supporting  Affordable  Housing  in  Boston  is  a  useful  guide 
with  information  that  is  applicable  to  all  communities  concerned  with  the  iddue 
of  affordable  housing. 

MAPC  has  the  capability  to  supply  information  and  technical  expertise  to 
the  Town.  Expanding  its  use  of  these  services  could  be  of  great  benefit  to  Brain¬ 
tree.

The  Board  jointly  worked  with  Occupational  Safety  and  Health  Adminis¬ 
tration  (OSHA),  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  Division  of  Community 
Sanitation,  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  (DEQE),  Division 
of  Air  Hazards  and  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry,  Division  of  Industrial 
Hygiene.  The  investigations  of  eleven  (11)  areas  dealing  with  pollution  problems 
were  evaluated. 

BIOLOGICAL  SUPPLIES 

Daiute’s  Pharmacy,  Inc.,  has  continued  as  the  biological  station;  diagnos¬ 
tic  supplies  were  dispensed  at  the  Health  Office.  A  total  of  sixteen  (16)  interna¬ 
tional  vaccination  certificates  were  stamped  and  authenticated  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment. 

BLOOD  PRESSURE  CLINIC 

Monthly  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  were  offered  in  cooperation  with  the 
Council  on  Aging,  and  a  total  of  1,434  people  were  read  and  checked,  a  total  of 
33  were  referred  to  their  personal  physicians  due  to  elevated  pressures. 

CONTRACTED  SERVICES  FOR  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSING 

The  Public  Health  Nursing  Services  has  expanded  its  health  services  this 
past  year.  Community  health  education  has  been  the  focal  point  with  Nurse 
Salzberg  offering  monthly  programs  on  patient  issues,  including  the  expansion 
of  programs  offered  at  the  Health  Fair  in  the  Spring  to  all  town  residents.  The 
event  offered  many  free  screening  tests  and  community  health  information  by  a 
wide  base  of  social  and  private  associations  and  organizations  in  attendance. 

Students  from  Northeastern  University  School  of  Nursing  have  received 
their  community  practice  at  the  Board  of  Health  Office.  The  staff  worked 
closely  with  area  agencies,  such  as:  American  Red  Cross,  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Masons,  Health  Works  and  Emergency  Medical  Disaster  Program,  assisting  them 
with  their  health  projects.  Also,  they  maintained  a  close  relationship  with  the 
local  hospital  and  Health  Center. 

The  State  mandated  nursing  services  continue  to  be  rendered;  e.g.,  prema¬ 
turity,  tuberculosis  follow-up,  communicable  disease  reporting,  mantoux  testing, 
high  risk  material  and  child  health.  Home  visits  for  nursing  assessment,  and 
evening  clinics  (weekly)  offer  the  following:  assistance  with  blood  pressure 
monitoring,  nutritional  counseling,  medication  monitoring,  and  diabetic  screen¬ 
ing  which  is  offered  for  all  residents  at  all  age  levels. 

This  year  3634  units  of  service  were  performed  by  the  nursing  staff.  This 
does  not  include  services  performed  in  conjunction  with  other  agencies  or  the 
complete  Flu  Clinic  Program. 
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The  nursing  program,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Health,  per¬ 
formed  services  in  conjunction  with  other  community  agencies  offering  a  dia¬ 
betic  screening  of  184  persons,  bowel  cancer  screening  program  of  39  persons, 
hypertension  screening  of  164  residents  during  a  blood  drive.  Also  offered  to 
the  community  were  free  monthly  program  consisting  of  health  lectures  to  com¬ 
munity  elders  and  residents  at  several  housing  units. 

BLOOD  DRIVE 

The  nursing  program  offered  its  5th  American  Red  Cross  Blood  Drive, 
where  a  total  of  123  units  were  donated  by  the  townspeople.  This  drive  is  of¬ 
fered  just  prior  to  the  holiday  so  that  area  hospitals  have  sufficient  units  avail¬ 
able  for  any  emergency. 

EVENING  CLINIC 

The  evening  clinic  is  in  its  fifth  year  at  the  Health  Office.  The  clinic  offers 
nursing  services  to  those  residents  who  are  not  able  to  partake  in  the  day  pro¬ 
grams. 

HEALTH  PROGRAMS  AND  WORKSHOP 

The  nurse  consultant,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  develops  health 
programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community  with  emphasis  on  cost  contain¬ 
ment. 

DIABETES  CLINIC 

The  Board  of  Health  offered  the  sixth  Diabetic  Clinic.  A  total  of  184 
people  were  served  and  a  total  of  18  were  referred  to  their  own  physicians.  The 
Board  has  reaffirmed  their  yearly  commitment  to  this  program. 

FLU  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  annual  Flu  Program  for  all  senior  citizens,  including 
the  chronically  ill  of  the  Town  and  the  residents  of  all  nursing  homes.  A  total 
of  849  people  were  vaccinated  at  the  Public  Health  Clinics  and  1830  doses  were 
given  to  local  nursing  homes,  health  agencies  and  doctors  for  distribution. 

PHEUMONIA  CLINIC 

The  Board  offered  its  seventh  town-wide  clinic  to  all  citizens  with  chronic 
ailments  or  anyone  over  60  years  of  age.  The  cost  of  $5.00  per  person  was 
charged  for  the  vaccine.  A  total  of  46  persons  were  vaccinated.

CPR  TRAINING 

The  Board  of  Health  certified  a  total  of  108  people  in  CPR,  with  362  re¬ 
certified  in  choke  saver  concept.  This  was  done  with  the  assistance  of  Ms. 
Kathleen  Sanderson,  an  instructor  certified  by  the  American  Heart  Association, 
with  the  help  of  the  Town  of  Braintree  firemen  and  the  Bay  State  Ambulance 
Services. 

This  was  accomplished  under  the  guidelines  of  the  American  Heart  Asso¬ 
ciation,  with  all  costs  submitted  directly  to  the  Heart  Association  by  the  instruc¬ 
tor,  therefore  not  incurring  any  expense  to  the  Town.  The  Board  continued  its 
town-wide  Choke  Saver  Program  with  local  restaurants,  cafeteria  personnel  and 
catering  establishments.  The  program  was  developed  and  implemented  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Health.  This  is  the  only  program  of  its  kind  in  the  State. 

FOOD  SERVICE  SANITATION 

Restaurants,  Mobile  Food  Server,  Market  Registration  and  Catering  Establish¬ 
ments. 
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The  Department  continued  its  periodic  inspections  throughout  the  Town, 
including  citizens’  requests,  for  a  total  of  331  inspections.  The  temporary  sus¬ 
pension  or  voluntary  closing  of  5  establishments  with  permits  and/or  licenses 
was  instituted  by  the  Board.

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS 

The  Department  is  involved  in  the  inspection  of  housing  used  as  rental 
units.  A  total  of  119  units  were  inspected,  of  which  42  were  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Health  to  undergo  major  repairs.  The  Board  filed  action  in  the  District 
Court  against  a  landlord  who  has  violated  the  State  Sanitary  Code. 

IN-SERVICE  EDUCATION 

The  Director  attended  the  Massachusetts  Health  Officers’  Conference,  as 
well  as  the  American  Public  Health  Conference  regarding  federal  regulations  on 
hazardous  waste  issues.  The  information  gained  at  the  seminar  was  most  bene¬ 
ficial  to  the  Town  due  to  the  fact  that  the  information  received  was  about  state 
and  national  regulations  that  are  presently  being  implemented. 

Mr.  Gecewicz,  the  Director,  has  been  elected  to  a  second  term  to  serve  as 
treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Boards  of  Health. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 

The  Board  cooperated  with  the  South  Shore  Mosquito  Control  Project  in 
planning  spraying  in  the  Spring.  The  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture,  assisted  residents  with  spraying  information.  This 
was  the  fourth  year  that  the  Town  has  contracted  with  the  Norfolk  County 
Project  and  we  are  pleased  with  the  service  the  Town  has  received. 

RABIES 

The  Board  of  Health,  in  cooperation  with  the  Braintree  Jaycees,  held  its 
annual  rabies  clinic.  A  total  of  250  dogs  and  1 1  cats  were  inoculated.  The  out¬ 
standing  efforts  of  Richard  I.  Harris,  D.V.M.,  and  the  assistance  of  the  Animal 
Control  Department,  made  this  a  successful  program. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Department  spent  inspection  time  at  construction  sites,  shopping 
locations  and  the  Town’s  landfill  operation.  An  outside  contractor  for  spraying 
and  baiting  for  rodents  was  utilized  as  needed. 
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SANITARY  CONCERNS 


Dumping  violations  in  77  areas  were  cited  by  the  Board  and  corrective 
measures  have  been  taken  by  the  Department.  A  total  of  58  homes  were  re¬ 
quested  to  be  connected  with  the  Town  sewer  lines.  The  Sewer  Department 
worked  cooperatively  with  the  Board  to  ensure  that  connections  were  made. 
The  Board  has  also  requested  9  restaurants  to  install  grease  traps.  It  is  believed 
this  measure  will  save  maintenance  on  the  Town’s  sewer  system. 

SANITARY  LANDFILL 

The  Board  has  spent  many  hours  with  other  town  departments  and  state 
agencies,  as  well  as  with  consultants  of  SEMASS  and  consultants  regarding 
closure  plans,  conferring  about  the  future  of  the  Town’s  landfill.  The  imple¬ 
mentation  and  planning  of  the  waste  disposal  has  continued  again  this  year  to 
be  one  of  the  Board’s  major  concerns.  The  conformance  of  the  present  landfill 
to  the  state’s  requirements  in  the  correction  of  the  landfill  has  been  addressed 
with  the  state  for  the  proper  closing  of  the  area  with  its  compliance  with  all 
state  requirements.  Thus,  the  goal  of  the  Board  has  taken  place  in  a  safe  and 
healthy  manner. 

SCHOOL  IMMUNIZATION 

The  Board  enforced  the  state  mandate,  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
School  Department,  that  all  school  age  children  of  the  Town  be  fully  immunized 
against  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  polio,  diphtheria  and  tetanus.  The  Board 
strongly  agrees  that  all  children  under  six  years  of  age  be  tested  for  lead  poison¬ 
ing.  The  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Department’s  physician,  immunized 
a  total  of  214  High  School  students  (from  Braintree  High  School  and  Arch¬ 
bishop  Williams  High  School)  for  diptheria,  tetanus  and  polio. 

SPECIAL  PERMITS 

The  Board  acted  on  all  requests  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  regarding  special  permits. 

SUBDIVISIONS 

The  Board  has  reviewed  and  taken  action  on  9  subdivisions. 

TRIAGE 

The  Board  continued  its  Triage  Program,  of  which  it  is  the  only  such  com¬ 
munity  with  the  program  to  date.  It  has  become  a  model  for  other  communi¬ 
ties.  The  Board  reappointed  a  Senior  Medical  Field  Officer  who  has  developed 
a  training  program  with  fire,  police,  ambulances  and  regional  hospitals.  Five 
field  disaster  officers  were  retrained  by  the  guidelines  of  the  Massachusetts 
Office  of  Emergency  Medical  Services  and  Disaster  Plan. 
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A  drill  was  conducted  in  April  with  the  assistance  of  the  Quincy  City  Hos¬ 
pital  and  local  ambulance  services.  The  new  concepts  are  to  be  implemented  as 
the  Town’s  Emergency  Service  (EMS)  Program  develops.  This  Board  hopes  that 
the  benefits  of  the  training  will  never  have  to  be  implemented.  The  Board  is 
sure  that  the  health  and  safety  of  the  community  is  enriched  by  the  program  and 
that  it  meets  the  Emergency  Medical  Services  needs  of  the  community.

Calls  were  taken  and  nursing  services  were  offered. 

CLEAN  HARBORS  SITING  ASSIGNMENT 

The  most  crucial  issue  of  the  year  was  that  the  Board  required  that  the 
new  owner  of  the  SCA  Hazardous  Waste  Site,  Clean  Harbors  of  Braintree,  Inc., 
located  at  385  Quincy  Avenue,  file  for  a  MGL  III  150B  hazardous  waste  siting. 
The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  in  November  are  is  presently  reviewing  all 
pertinent  information  regarding  the  issue.  The  Board  is  overly  cautious  on  this 
major  subject,  due  to  the  far-reaching  implications  that  could  develop  from  the 
decision.

I  have  determined  that  the  financial  liability  of  your  community  for  1986 
to  be  $21,312.27,  including  a  sum  of  $8,312.27  for  Insect  Pest  Control  and  a 
sum  of  $13,000.00  for  Dutch  Elm  Disease  control. 

In  many  cases  the  above  named  sums  are  not  adequate  to  accomplish  the 
needed  tasks.  Therefore,  although  not  mandatory,  the  following  sums  are  sug¬ 
gested  appropriation  figures  for  your  consideration: 

$  8,312.27  —  Insect  Pest  Control 

$13,000.00  —  Dutch  Elm  Disease  Control 

The  Department  stands  ready  to  assist  your  community  at  any  time  by 
offering  technical  assistance  and,  whenever  possible,  manpower  and  equipment 
in  solving  your  tree  problems. 

Please  do  not  fail  to  notify  me  of  the  appropriations  and  the  name  and 
address  of  your  local  superintendent.

NORFOLK  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


The  Operational  Project  Program  integrates  all  proven  technoligies  into  a 
system  of  mosquito  control  that  is  rational,  safe,  effective  and  economically 
feasible. 

All  mosquito  eggs  need  water  to  hatch  and  to  sustain  larval  growth. 

Source  Reduction  Work:  Our  primary  efforts  are  concentrated  on  the 
draining  of  shallow,  standing,  stagnant  water  and  the  maintenance  of  existing 
flow  systems  which  contribute  to  mosquito  breeding  sources. 

Drainage  ditches  cleaned  3,873  Feet 

Brush  obstructing  drainage  cut  588  Feet 

Culverts  cleaned  and  opened  12  Count 

Larviciding:  Treatment  of  mosquito  larvae  during  aquatic  development  is 
the  next  most  effective  control  effort.

Catch  basin  larvicide  applications  329  Count 

Adulticiding:  The  suppression  of  flying  adult  mosquitoes  becomes  neces¬ 
sary  when  they  are  numerous,  annoying  or  threatening  to  residents.

Adulticide  U.L.V.  from  trucks  19,718  Acres 

Surveys,  inspections  and  monitoring  in  support  of  our  programs  include 
locating  and  mapping  breeding  areas,  larvel  and  adult  collections  and  fieldwork 
evaluations  leading  to  better  drainage. 

The  Project  received  30  calls  from  residents  for  information  and  assistance.

The  year  1985  saw  the  refinement  of  the  bike  path,  i.e.,  barriers,  bridges, 
and  hand  rails  were  constructed,  signs  were  made  listing  rules  for  use,  the  banks 
along  the  bike  path  were  stabilized. 

The  flood  control  structures  were  cleared  of  obstructions. 
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The  beautification  project  consisting  of  planting  seedlings  throughout  the 
District,  landscaping  the  front  of  the  building,  and  raising  the  flag  received  from 
Congressman  Donnelly’s  office  were  completed. 

Two  new  foot  bridges  were  constructed.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  COMMISSION  ON  THE  HANDICAPPED 


The  Commission  serves  as  a  resource,  referral  and  information  source  to 
help  the  handicapped  and  their  families  of  Braintree. 

The  Braintree  Commission  on  the  Handicapped  operates  out  of  Town  Hall 
and  is  equipped  with  a  TDD  (telecommunications  device  for  the  deaf). 

By-laws  were  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  approval.  Regular 
meetings  are  generally  held  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  7:00  P.M. 

We  submitted  a  Bylaw  for  the  Police  to  be  able  to  ticket  cars  without  the 
proper  plates  parked  in  handicapped  spaces  on  private  or  public  property. 

Open  House  was  held  on  September  18,  1985  at  Town  Hall  Auditorium. 
From  our  Open  House  we  made  quite  a  few  contacts  with  different  agencies 
which  have  been  helpful.  Since  the  office  opened  there  has  been  more  public 
awareness  of  the  handicapped. 

A  member  of  the  Commission  attended  a  grant  funding  seminar  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  Harbor  Campus  on  November  6  and  7,  1985. 

A  training  session  in  Architectural  Accessibility  Assessment  was  attended 
by  Barbara  Lyons,  504  Coordinator;  John  Rooney,  Member;  and  Caroline 
Raimondi,  Chairman,  on  November  6  in  Worcester,  qualifying  them  as  Commu¬ 
nity  Access  Monitors. 

Our  goals  for  this  year  are  to  make  the  Town  of  Braintree  accessible  for 
the  handicapped  and  to  complete  a  census  of  the  handicapped.  The  Commis¬ 
sion  is  in  the  process  of  obtaining  a  survey  on  the  number  of  handicapped  resi¬ 
dents  in  Braintree  and  what  their  handicap  is.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

PARKS  AND  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSIONERS 


The  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Commissioners  is  pleased  to  submit 
this  Annual  Report  of  activity  within  the  Department  for  the  year  1985.  The 
Board  was  again  chaired  by  Sheila  D.  Roach  during  the  year  and  conducted  14 
meetings  with  a  composite  member  attendance  of  80%.  Gerald  W.  Furness  was 
elected  to  the  Board  to  replace  Edward  R.  Wynot  during  the  March  Town 
Election. 

The  Board  was  saddened  by  the  loss  of  its  longest  sitting  member,  H. 
Frederick  Herget,  who  passed  away  in  April  after  a  long  illness.  Fred  had  been 
a  School  Committee  member  to  the  Board  for  the  past  20  years,  making  vital 
contributions  for  departmental  operations  during  that  period.  The  Board  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  dedication  of  the  outdoor  athletic  complex  at  the  high  school 
in  memory  of  Fred  Herget  in  September.  The  Department  developed  a  mem¬ 
orial  section  at  the  high  school  which  was  unveiled  by  the  Herget  family  mem¬ 
bers  at  the  opening  football  game  attended  by  many  local  dignitaries.  The 
School  Committee  voted  to  dedicate  the  entire  outdoor  athletic  complex  in 
Fred’s  memory  as  a  tribute  to  the  dedication,  hard  work  and  participation  with 
the  development  of  that  area  into  one  of  the  successfully  renovated  athletic 
facilities  in  the  entire  region.  A  golf  tournament  in  memory  of  Fred  was  held  in 
August  at  the  Braintree  Golf  Course  with  the  greens  fee  charge  waived  by  the 
Park  Commissioners  as  all  proceeds  were  deposited  into  a  memorial  scholarship 
fund.  Over  $6,000.00  was  generated  from  this  successful  event  which  hope¬ 
fully  will  become  an  annual  tournament  to  keep  the  memory  and  ideals  of  H. 
Frederick  Herget  alive  and  a  tribute  to  this  long-time  Braintree  citizen. 

Mr.  Francis  Curtis  was  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  in  May  to 
replace  Mr.  Herget  as  its  member  to  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds  Com¬ 
mission. 

The  Park  Department  kept  abreast  of  its  busy  schedule  of  renovations  and 
developments  throughout  the  Town  with  the  installation  of  field  lighting  com¬ 
pleted  at  the  high  school  varsity  baseball,  football,  soccer  and  a  softball  field  as 
the  most  expensive  and  difficult  of  tham  all.  Over  70  games  were  played  at 
Braintree  High  School  under  the  lights  during  the  Summer  and  Fall  seasons  with 
many  compliments  as  to  the  quality  of  lighting. 

A  comment  should  be  made  with  this  project’s  success  being  dependent  on 
the  active  assistance  received  from  the  Braintree  Electric  Light  Company.  Super¬ 
intendent  Donald  Newton  and  his  successor  Walter  McGrath,  after  receiving  the 
approval  from  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners,  offered  the  engineering  and 
installation  expertise  of  its  department  to  assist  the  Town  with  the  installation 
of  the  sophisticated  network  of  wiring  and  panels.  Their  assistance  was  invalu¬ 
able  throughout  the  entire  project  and  the  Town  was  able  to  afford  the  entire 
installation  through  their  participation  during  1985. 
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Mention  should  be  made  in  this  report  of  the  outstanding  field  work  main¬ 
tenance  performance  of  our  grounds  crews  under  the  watchful  direction  of  our 
General  Supervisor  of  Grounds  Maintenance,  Herbert  “Bud”  Morton,  to  bring 
about  the  improved  playing  conditions  throughout  the  entire  school  and  park 
holdings  in  the  Town.  During  late  Winter  and  early  Spring  the  Department  was 
able  to  meet  the  challenge  of  preparing  32  fields  for  use  by  the  Town’s  school 
teams  and  local  recreational  leagues  on  schedule.  Foreman  Alexander  Graziano 
and  his  crew  consisting  of  Leon  Olson,  Jack  Smith,  Vaughn  Lovejoy,  Michael 
Damiano,  John  Mathieu  and  James  Bright  all  performed  above  expectations  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  maintenance  challenges,  as  well  as  the  numerous  renovation 
projects  during  the  year  and  very  little  credit  is  received  in  return  for  their  fine 
efforts. 

Other  notable  developments  during  the  year  with  the  Park  Maintenance 
schedule  were  the  demolition  of  Hollis  Stadium,  development  of  finer  play¬ 
ground  conditions  at  Liberty  School,  renovation  of  three  fields  at  Watson  Park, 
improvements  at  the  high  school  soccer  field  and  completion  of  the  Sunset  Lake 
Weed  Eradication  project  at  the  beachfront  area.  This  latter  project  consisted 
of  pumping  over  100,000,000  gallons  of  lake  water  from  Sunset  before  a  con¬ 
tractor  could  remove  the  weed  infested  lakebottom  sludge  material  and  replacing 
it  with  fine  grade  beach  sand.  This  project  should  provide  cleaner  and  healthier 
bathing  opportunities  for  the  community  for  at  least  the  next  five  years.  It  is 
hoped  by  that  time  that  the  entire  perimeter  of  the  lake  can  be  addressed  with 
a  similar  attention  after  the  proven  success  of  this  project  conducted  last  Fall. 

Coca  Cola  Bottling  Company,  through  its  Braintree  distribution  plant, 
donated  and  paid  for  the  installation  of  an  automatic  scoreboard  at  the  Braintree 
High  School  Veterans  Memorial  Varsity  Baseball  Field  during  the  early  Spring 
and  it  was  but  one  more  improvement  the  Town  was  able  to  realize  at  this  fine 
facility. 

The  Board  voted  during  the  year  that  recognized  Braintree  youth  organi¬ 
zations  will  be  able  to  use  the  Alice  Daughraty  Gymnasium  for  its  indoor  ac¬ 
tivity  programming.  This  allowed  rent  free  access  to  the  Braintree  Summer 
Youth  Basketball  League,  the  Braintree  Youth  Basketball  League,  Braintree 
Pop  Warner  and  Braintree  CYO  Basketball  programs  to  conduct  their  annual 
programs  at  a  price  very  reasonable  to  its  participants.  The  Board  was  able  to 
receive  the  funding  necessary  to  bring  about  further  improvements  to  this 
indoor  recreation  center,  as  well  as  to  allow  for  this  usage  subsidy  for  the  recog¬ 
nized  youth  groups  during  the  year.  The  gymnasium  has  never  before  been  used 
as  extensively  as  it  was  during  1985  and  future  demand  predicts  that  the  coming 
years  this  facility  will  become  the  mecca  of  indoor  recreational  activity  for  all 
ages  and  recreational  pursuits,  making  it  a  municipal  asset  to  the  community 
lopg  overdue. 

The  Board  is  appreciative  for  the  excellent  support  and  cooperation  it 
received  from  the  various  Town  officials  and  departments  to  assist  the  depart¬ 
ment  with  its  challenges  during  the  year.  This  “help  one  another”  meet  its  goals 
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could  not  exist  without  the  fine  cooperative  spirit  that  exists  in  Braintree.  With 
that  spirit  the  Board  looks  forward  to  entertaining  many  new  challenges  in  the 
years  ahead.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  MUNICIPAL  GOLF  COURSE 


The  Braintree  Municipal  Golf  Course  Operating  Committee  is  pleased  to 
submit  its  annual  report  of  operations  to  the  Board  of  Parks  and  Playgrounds 
Commission  for  the  year  1985.  The  Committee,  consisting  of  nine  Park  Board 
appointed  members,  met  twelve  times  during  the  year  to  advise  the  Board  of 
daily  operational  procedures  to  be  incorporated  at  the  Braintree  Municipal  Golf 
Course.  Committee  composite  attendance  during  the  year  was  71%. 

The  calendar  year  1985  can  be  called  the  golf  course’s  best  most  successful 
year  of  operations  in  the  30  year  history  as  a  municipal  recreation  facility.  For 
the  first  time  in  history  the  golf  course  had  over  50,000  rounds  of  golf  played 
there  which  represents  an  increase  of  17%  over  the  previous  record  breaking 
year  —  1984.  With  increased  rounds  came  another  record  of  achievement 
which  resulted  in  receipts  recorded  during  the  year  for  the  first  time  over  the 
$300,000  level.  Receipts  represented  an  increase  of  almost  $70,000  from  the 
1984  total  of  $258,391  which  computes  to  almost  27%  more  during  1985. 

There  were  252  golfing  days  at  the  facility  during  1985  which  was  a  reduc¬ 
tion  by  2  over  the  previous  year.  This  attractive  statistic  proves  one  thing,  that 
a  well  groomed  golf  course  moderately  priced  for  the  golfing  patron  can  generate 
a  very  stable  fiscally  strong  operation  for  the  community.  For  the  past  five 
years  each  year  has  brought  about  results  greater  than  the  previous  year  and  fur¬ 
ther  growth  is  expected  during  the  coming  1986  golfing  season. 

The  414  full-time  maintenance  staff  under  the  tutelage  of  Grounds  Super¬ 
visor  Bud  Morton  provided  excellent  grooming  conditions  for  the  golfing  public 
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during  the  year.  Foreman  David  Devin  and  his  crew  of  Leon  Olson,  Russel 
Mahanna,  Thomas  Straz  and  William  Malone  were  able  to  accomplish  the  groom¬ 
ing  challenges  despite  the  high  amount  of  activity  on  the  course. 

This  dedication  and  careful  attention  to  the  numerous  maintenance  func¬ 
tions  required  at  a  golf  course  is  worthy  of  note  at  this  time.  The  golf  course 
began  a  long-range  plan  of  installing  blacktopped  golf  cart  paths  during  1985 
which  should  reduce  the  amount  of  vehicle  abuse  to  the  greens  and  aprons  on 
the  course  in  years  ahead  by  directing  these  mobile  carts  properly  around  the 
eighteen  hold  facility.  Further,  installation  of  the  automated  underground  irri¬ 
gation  system  was  completed  during  year  by  the  maintenance  staff  and  the 
course  comes  closer  to  a  fully  automated  system  in  the  coming  three  years. 

Much  attention  was  given  to  improving  the  clubhouse  facility,  particularly 
with  the  modernization  of  the  rear  function  room  that  is  used  for  luncheons 
and  golf  tournament  headquarters.  With  new  roofing,  windows,  carpeting  and 
furnishing,  along  with  new  air  conditioning  and  heating,  this  room  is  more  useful 
and  comfortable  for  the  golfers  than  ever  before.  This  project  is  a  short  term 
improvement  as  the  Committee  may  be  recommending  to  the  Park  Commission 
as  early  as  this  year  that  a  new  modern  and  space  conservative  clubhouse  facility 
very  definitely  needed  should  begin  construction  in  1986. 

If  the  design  and  funding  strategies  can  be  worked  out,  a  proposal  may  be 
presented  to  Town  Meeting  in  the  Fall  for  approval  using  the  record  of  receipts 
generated  at  the  golf  course  as  the  means  of  funding  this  more  than  14  million 
dollar  facility.  Once  this  has  been  constructed,  it  is  predicted  the  gold  course 
will  become  one  of  the  finer  municipal  facilities  in  the  entire  region. 

Golf  course  supervisor  of  play  Warren  Birch  and  his  able  staff  were  again 
welcoming  the  golfing  public  at  the  course  during  1985.  Mr.  Birch,  a  PGA  pro¬ 
fessional  who  came  to  the  Braintree  facility  in  1981,  has  presented  a  popular 
facility  atmosphere  and  the  receipts  recorded  each  year  during  his  tenure  attest 
to  this  fact.  More  people  seem  to  be  taking  up  the  game  of  golf,  particularly 
the  junior  golfing  representing  those  boys  and  girls  under  the  age  of  twenty, 
since  his  arrival.  This  should  ensure  a  popular  nucleus  of  golfers  at  our  facility 
for  decades  ahead. 

The  Committee  is  pleased  to  acknowledge  the  Park  Commission’s  diligent 
interest  and  concern  to  developing  Braintree  Golf  Course  into  a  fine  playing  fa¬ 
cility.  We  look  forward  to  further  improvements  in  the  year  ahead.

GOLF  COURSE  OPERATING  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  THE 

BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 


The  Braintree  Housing  Authority  owns  or  subsidizes  472  housing  units  in 
the  Town  of  Braintree,  consisting  of: 

Elderly  Housing.  State- aided.  58  units  plus  a  community  building  and  the 
offices  of  the  Braintree  Housing  Authority  at  25  Roosevelt  Street,  Braintree 
Highlands,  called  Highlands  Green.  The  requirements  for  admission  to  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  are  that  applicants  be  at  least  56  years  of  age,  have  an  annual 
income  of  not  more  than  $12,180.00  for  one  person,  $13,920.00  for  1  couple, 
and  assets  of  no  more  than  $15,000.00. 

Elderly  Housing.  State-aided.  104  units  plus  a  community  building  on 
Heritage  Lane  in  East  Braintree.  This  site  will  be  modernized  over  a  three  year 
period  with  funds  awarded  to  the  Authority. 

Rental  Assistance  Program.  State-aided.  199  subsidized  units  for  low  in¬ 
come  elderly  and  families:  60  units  subsidized  at  Skyline  Drive  Apartments, 
81  units  subsidized  at  Monatiquot  Village,  24  units  subsidized  at  Independence 
Manor,  and  34  units  subsidized  in  the  private  housing  market  at  large.  The  an¬ 
nual  income  limits  for  admission  to  the  program  range  from  $12,180.00  for  one 
person  to  $19,575.00  for  six  person,  and  the  maximum  allowable  assets  are 
$15,000.00.  Of  the  34  units,  9  are  for  the  homeless  mentally  ill  at  555  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  which  has  been  a  home  for  the  mentally  ill  for  several  years. 

Scattered  Family  Housing.  State-aided.  The  Braintree  Housing  Authority 
owns  three  single  family  and  two  two-family  homes  for  the  larger  low-income 
families  at  scattered  sites,  a  total  of  7  units.  The  income  limits  for  admission 
and  continued  occupancy  are  the  same  as  for  the  Rental  Assistance  Program. 
Tenants  in  these  units  pay  their  own  utility  bills,  are  responsible  for  routine 
maintenance  and  upkeep  of  the  properties,  and  pay  a  percentage  of  their  income 
for  rent  to  the  Authority. 

Section  8  Housing  Assistance  Payments  Program.  Federally- aided.  95 
units  at  scattered  sites  in  the  private  housing  market.  The  annual  income  limits 
for  admission  to  this  program  range  from  $11,900.00  for  one  person  to 
$18,350.00  for  five  persons,  and  there  is  no  asset  limitation  for  eligibility.  Per¬ 
sons  to  whom  Certificates  of  Eligibility  are  issued  seek  suitable  housing  accom¬ 
modations  in  moderately  priced  existing  rental  units.  The  maximum  permis- 
sable  rents,  including  all  utilities,  as  published  in  the  Federal  Register,  are 
$455.00  for  a  one  bedroom  unit,  $533.00  for  a  two  bedroom  unit,  and  $652.00 
for  a  three  bedroom  unit. 

Housing  for  the  Handicapped.  State-aided.  9  units.  The  Authority  owns 
a  large  single-family  dwelling  in  Braintree  which  is  used  as  a  Community  Resi¬ 
dence  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  live-in  staff.  There  are  eight  full-time  resi¬ 
dents  and  one  Respite  Care  room  for  periodic  use.  The  South  Shore  Rehabilita- 
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tion  Center,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Mental  Health,  leases  the 
property  for  the  program,  provides  qualified  house  managers,  and  vocational 
training  for  the  retarded  clients,  as  well  as  training  in  independent  living  skills. 

New  Projects  under  Development 

In  December  1984  contracts  for  Financial  Assistance  were  signed  by  the 
Authority  and  the  Massachusetts  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Devel¬ 
opment  for  Modernization  Awards  totaling  $258,385.00  to  modernize  our 
existing  housing  under  the  667  Elderly,  705  Family  and  the  689  Handicapped 
housing  programs.  The  Modernization  award  is  over  a  period  of  three  years. 

In  February  1985  we  were  awarded  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $740,000.00 
to  develop  19  units  of  Congregate  housing  at  Highlands  Green.  Congregate  living 
is  a  relatively  new  concept  for  older  people  who  do  not  want  to  live  alone  or 
cannot  live  alone  for  whatever  reason,  yet  do  not  require  medical  supervision. 
It  allows  our  elderly  to  live  independently  but  in  a  setting  which  provides  com¬ 
panionship,  social  interaction,  and  support  services  on  an  as-needed  basis.

BRAINTREE  HOUSING  AUTHORITY 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
COUNCIL  ON  AGING 


The  Braintree  Council  on  Aging  Offices  and  the  Senior  Citizen  Multi- 
Purpose  Center  operates  with  one  full-time  staff  person,  one  full-time  Outreach 
Worker  and  one  part-time  custodian  funded  by  the  Town  and  a  part-time  Senior 
Aide  funded  by  South  Shore  Elder  Services.  We  also  have  the  part  time  services 
of  a  clerk  typist  and  van  drivers,  funded  by  grants. 

This  past  year  we  recieved  a  grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Elder 
Affairs  to  provide  Social  Day  Care  for  moderately  impaired  elderly  clients.  We 
also  received  a  grant  from  South  Shore  Elder  Services,  Inc.,  to  develop  a  Family 
Support  Group  for  caregivers  and  families  who  are  maintaining  elderly  in  the 
home.  There  are  three  part-time  staff  persons  to  provide  the  services  of  both 
programs.  This  staff  is  assisted  by  an  Elder  Service  Corp  Worker,  funded  by  the 
Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs. 

The  Social  Day  Care  Program  is  held  two  days  a  week  and  the  Family  Sup¬ 
port  meets  once  or  twice  a  month.  Both  of  these  programs  are  providing  a  much 
needed  service  for  the  elderly  and  information  and  respite  for  the  families. 

The  senior  citizen  population  at  present  is  estimated  at  9,000  and  we  still 
see  s  continued  increase  in  requests  for  services.  Attendance  at  the  senior  center 
is  increasing  and  now  averages  210  persons  daily.

The  South  Shore  Elder  Services,  Inc.,  maintains  a  nutrition  site  which  provides 
a  hot  lunch  daily  and  many  of  these  participants  attend  our  other  activities  in 
the  building. 

The  Medical  transportation  van  is  also  seeing  increased  use.  It  is  on  the 
road  all  day,  every  day.  Unfortunately,  we  cannot  provide  transportation  for 
the  handicapped.  Hopefully  the  coming  year  will  see  the  availability  of  this 
much  needed  service. 

We  are  very  pleased  with  the  establishment  and  development  of  the  Social 
Day  Care  Program  and  Family  Support  Group.  At  the  present  time  we  have 
seven  elderly  victims  of  Alzheimer’s  Disease  or  related  disorders  attending  the 
program  two  days  a  week.  The  Family  Support  Group  meets  the  first  Wednes¬ 
day  of  the  month  at  6:30  p.m.  and  is  open  to  area  residents  of  all  ages. 

To  the  many  local  organizations,  individuals  and  Town  officials  who  have 
demonstrated  their  concern,  interest  and  encouragement,  we  express  our  grati¬ 
tude  and  hope  for  your  continued  support  in  the  difficult  times  ahead.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 
GRAVES  REGISTRATION 


All  veterans’  graves  in  cemeteries  located  in  Braintree  are  properly  cared 
for  by  the  Graver  Registration  Office,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  in  compli¬ 
ance  with  Chapter  114,  Section  46A  and  Chapter  115  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

Upon  the  death  of  a  veteran,  the  funeral  director  in  the  state  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  is  required  to  file  an  affidavit  with  the  City  or  Town  wherein  the  burial 
took  place  in  accordance  with  Chapter  604,  Acts  of  1949  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 

Permanent  registration  cards  are  kept  on  file  in  the  Veterans’  Services  Of¬ 
fice.  At  this  point  in  time,  91  affidavits  have  been  filed  with  the  office  during 
Calendar  Year  1985. 

Flags  are  placed  on  the  graves  of  deceased  veterans  each  Memorial  Day  and 
approximately  3,100  graves  were  decorated  in  1985. 

Application  for  U.S.  Government  Grave  Markers  can  be  obtained  at  the 
Veterans’  Services  Office  in  the  Town  Hall.  These  markers  are  furnished  by  the 
Veterans’  Administration  free  of  charge.  The  installation  of  the  markers  are 
governed  by  the  regulations  of  the  cemetery  involved.  Information  on  these 
rules  may  also  be  obtained  at  the  Veterans’  Services  Office  in  the  Town  Hall.

DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERANS’  SERVICES 


The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  assists  the  eligible  veterans  and 
their  dependents  and  survivors  as  provided  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
Chapter  115  as  amended.  In  addition,  this  Department  provides  administrative 
maintenance  and  liaison  service  for  federal  benefits  to  veterans  through  the 
Veterans’  Administration  on  claims,  awards  and  other  services  for  eligible 
veterans  and  their  dependents. 

Chapter  115  Veterans’  Benefits 

During  1985,  120  qualifying  families  ranging  in  size  from  1  to  8  were  as¬ 
sisted  by  benefits  from  the  Town  of  Braintree  by  direct  financial  aid  including 
unemployment  benefits,  payment  of  medical  and  fuel  bills  and  assistance  in 
filing  for  eligible  tax  abatements. 

A  total  of  $110,409.54  was  expended  by  the  Veterans’  Services  Depart¬ 
ment  for  Fiscal  Year  1985  for  Veterans’  Benefits  and  administrative  costs.  Also, 
we  recovered  $3,884.75  as  a  result  of  legal  assignments  and  liens.  The  Common¬ 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  will  reimburse  the  Town  of  Braintree  approximately 
$47,083.00  as  its  share  for  Fiscal  Year  1985. 

All  employable  recipients  of  Veterans’  Benefits  make  personal  bi-weekly 
reports  regarding  their  job-hunting  efforts  to  the  Director  of  Veterans’  Services. 
In  addition,  field  visits  to  recipients  are  made  by  the  Director  of  Veterans’ 
Services,  as  well  as  periodic  investigations  by  State  Investigators  to  recipients 
and  to  audit  the  records  of  the  Veterans’  Services  Office  to  insure  eligibility  and 
compliance  with  the  program  rules. 

Full  advantage  was  taken  of  all  Federal,  State  and  private  programs, 
including  Veterans’  Administration  hsopital,  medical  and  social  services  pro¬ 
grams,  Social  Security,  Division  of  Employment  Security  and  other  organiza¬ 
tions  to  reduce  costs  to  the  lowest  possible  level  for  Braintree  taxpayers  with 
consideration  of  the  veterans’  welfare  being  our  top  priority. 

Veterans’  Administration 

The  Department  of  Veterans’  Services  continues  to  perform  administrative 
maintenance  and  liaison  services  on  claims  and  awards  involving  well  in  excess 
of  three  million  dollars  received  by  Braintree  residents  from  the  Veterans’  Ad¬ 
ministration  on  an  annual  basis.  This  requires  constant  review  of  Veterans’ 
Administration  programs,  eligibility  rules  and  other  changes  and  the  procure¬ 
ment  of  up-to-date  forms  in  order  to  service  our  veterans  and  their  dependents 
in  an  efficient  manner.  This  service  would  include,  in  addition  to  submitting 
new  claims,  maintenance  information  on  changes  in  family  status,  income 
statements,  births,  deaths,  disability  status  and  other  information. 
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In  addition  to  maintenance  activities,  we  have  assisted  in  the  preparation 
and  submission  of  80  new  claims  or  renewals  on  behalf  of  Braintree  veterans, 
their  dependents  or  survivors  with  the  Veterans’  Administration  in  Calendar 
Year  1985. 

Other  Services  Rendered  in  1985 

Securing  VA  Medical  Center  admissions,  securing  medical  and  service 
records  from  the  Department  of  Defense,  providing  assistance  in  securing  fuel 
allotments  in  needy  cases,  securing  VA  certification  of  disability  for  real  estate 
tax  abatements  and  other  purposes,  emergency  transportation  of  veterans  to  VA 
hospitals  and  other  health  care  facilities,  service  in  counseling  and  reference  for 
Social  Security  Disability  and  SSI  claims  and  other  referral  service  as  appropri¬ 
ate.

We  were  shocked  and  saddened  by  the  unexpected  death  of  our  Chairman 
and  Leader  Mr.  Carleton  Brown  in  October  1985. 

Our  ranger  has  reported  having  to  do  extra  clean-up  work  along  our  paths 
as  a  result  of  Hurricane  Gloria.  This  work  is  now  complete. 

A  new  gate  has  been  installed  on  the  Liberty  Street  entrance  road  with 
keys  delivered  to  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  The  road  was  cleared  and 
widened  both  there  and  on  the  Arlington  Street  access  so  the  roads  would  be 
wide  enough  for  the  passage  of  fire  trucks. 

As  an  Eagle  Scout  project,  Brian  Cassidy  of  Weymouth  cleared  the  path 
which  parallels  the  sewer  line  as  far  as  the  old  dam  area.  At  one  location  a  cul¬ 
vert  type  drain  —  terra  cotta  drain  —  was  laid  beneath  the  path  to  allow  for 
run-off  when  the  water  level  rises. 

There  were  no  permits  issued  for  the  cutting  of  wood  during  the  past 
year.  We  would  like  to  follow  the  example  of  the  National  Forests  and  allow 
the  decay  of  fallen  branches  to  return  the  nutrients  to  the  forest  floor.  Also, 
if  no  cutting  permits  are  issued,  residents  who  heard  activity  of  sawing  of  chop¬ 
ping  will  know  it  is  unauthorized  and  can  notify  a  Forest  Committee  member 
or  the  police.

I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  as  Tree  Warden  for  the  1985  Brain¬ 
tree  Annual  Report. 

Excluding  the  hundred  of  calls  generated  from  the  emergency  situation 
during  Hurricane  Gloria,  I  have  received  over  450  routine  telephone  calls  from 
Braintree  residents  requesting  tree  care  or  removal.  Seventeen  (17)  town  trees, 
dead  from  disease  or  age,  were  removed  throughout  the  course  of  the  year. 
Hundreds  of  trees  were  damaged  or  destroyed  in  Braintree  when  Hurricane 
Gloria  devastated  New  England  in  late  September.  The  hurricane  damage  re¬ 
quired  around  the  clock  cleanup  and  maintenance  on  the  days  following  the 
storm,  and  follow-up  maintenance  is  still  being  performed  today. 

The  tree  bank,  established  in  1984  with  45  saplings,  now  contains  105 
trees  and  saplings.  Fifteen  (15)  trees  were  planted  throughout  the  town  as  re¬ 
placement  for  dead  trees  or  to  provide  shade  and  beauty  in  previously  open 
spaces. 

The  Norfolk  County  Conservation  district  provided  the  Town  with  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  saplings.  The  Braintree  Grange  donated  their  assistance  in  the  planting 
of  the  new  saplings  at  the  town  tree  bank  to  commemorate  the  celebration  of 
Arbor  Day.  As  another  Arbor  Day  observation,  I  assisted  Girl  Scout  Troop  4429 
in  the  planting  of  an  ornamental  tree  at  the  Highlands  School.  It  is  thie  type  of 
community  activity  I  try  to  encourage  in  the  office  of  Tree  Warden. 

Annuals  were  planted  and  maintained  at  the  Union  and  Washington  Street 
intersection  in  May  to  help  beautify  our  community.  The  pride  Braintree  resi¬ 
dents  have  for  our  town  and  its  appearance  is  what  makes  the  job  of  Tree  War¬ 
den  important.

THAYER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


In  1985  the  Thayer  Public  Library  reinstated  significant  areas  of  service 
and  advanced  in  a  new  direction  that  will  benefit  our  Town  for  decades. 

Since  1982  efforts  had  been  made  to  restore  bookvan  service  to  Braintree, 
including  a  study  made  by  the  Town-appointed  Human  Services  Committee.  At 
Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1985  the  pursuit  became  a  reality  with  the  appropria¬ 
tion  of  funds  for  a  partial  reinstatement  of  this  Library  outreach  service,  which 
particularly  benefits  our  senior  citizens  who  cannot  visit  the  library  buildings. 
Current  Library  Trustees  Donald  Porter  and  William  Sawyer  were  highly  instru¬ 
mental  in  attaining  this  long-sought-after  goal. 

Another  significant  restoration  of  library  services  occurred  with  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  an  open  evening  until  8  P.M.  at  the  Highlands  Branch.  This  measure  was 
approved  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  1985;  and,  it  especially  benefits  working 
residents  who  could  not  visit  the  branch  prior  to  its  previous  closing  time  of 
5:30  P.M.  on  Thursdays. 

Above  all,  1985  witnessed  the  approval  of  Thayer  Public  Library  as  a 
founding  member  of  an  automated  resource  sharing  network  with  14  other  re¬ 
gional  libraries.  This  major  advancement  will  benefit  generations  of  Braintree 
residents  by  providing  access  to  2,000,000  network  books,  as  well  as  many  other 
improvements  of  in-house  services. 

Another  highlight  of  1985  was  a  gala  book  sale  by  The  Friends  of  Thayer 
Public  Libraries,  Inc.,  Allan  Barnett,  President.  This  event  was  noteworthy  as 
it  was  a  community  effort  involving  the  Philergians,  Jaycees  and  local  busi¬ 
nesses  that  donated  refreshments.  Besides  purchasing  used  books,  magazines 
and  puzzles,  residents  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  auction  of  framed  art  prints  that 
was  hosted  by  Town  Clerk  Robert  Bruynell. 

In  fact,  a  flourish  of  special  library  programs  and  services  pervaded  1985: 
the  Poet-in-Residence  program,  obtained  under  a  Braintree  Arts  Lottery  Grant, 
enabled  children  and  senior  citizens  to  experience  the  creative  writing  of  verse; 
class  visits  to  the  public  library  from  local  schools  were  frequent,  together  with 
preschool  and  toddler  story  hours,  films,  and  even  a  month-long  International 
Children’s  Book  Festival  that  featured  costumes  and  foods  of  other  countries. 
Above  all,  residents  were  delighted  with  the  new  family  pass  service  to  the  New 
England  Aquarium. 

Of  course,  adequately  repaired  facilities  are  needed  to  conduct  library 
services  and  programs.  To  this  end  a  new  roof,  carpeting  and  window  air-condi¬ 
tioning  units  were  installed  at  the  main  library;  and  damaged  insulated  windows 
were  replaced  at  the  Watson  Park  Branch,  which  also  received  a  reroofing. 

In  closing,  this  report  has  been  abbreviated  in  keeping  with  Town  guide¬ 
lines;  however,  recognition  must  be  given  the  many  civic-minded  individuals  and 
organizations  whose  assistance  greatly  aided  the  continued  operation  of  the 
Library  and  its  branches.  The  Thayer  Public  Library  wishes  to  thank  all  con¬ 
tributors  for  their  generous  donations  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year.

Each  year  students  in  science  classes  discuss  the  water  resources 
of  the  Town  of  Braintree  and  practical  methods  of  conserving  this  valuable  re¬ 
source  using  data  and  curriculum  materials  provided  by  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission.  This  water  conservation  program  for  all  public  school  students  is 
a  collaborative  effort  of  the  Town  Water  and  Sewer  Conservation  Committee 
and  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

Study  Committee  on  Closed  School  Buildings  and  Long  Range  Planning: 

Mrs.  Compton,  Mr.  Lynn  and  Mr.  Zanca.  During  the  next  several  years  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  enrollment  at  the  elementary  level  will  expend  while  the 
secondary  school  level  continues  to  decline. 

The  School  Committee  and  Central  Administration  are  developing  grade 
reorganization  plans  to  meet  the  need  for  additional  space  at  the  elementary 
school  level  for  September  1986  and  beyond. 

Increment  Committee:  Mrs.  J.  Compton,  School  Committee  representa¬ 
tive.  The  Increment  Committee  determines  whether  the  courses  taken  by  teach¬ 
ers  can  earn  credit  towards  the  teachers’  professional  advancement. 

School  Advisory  Board:  During  the  school  year  members  of  the  School 
Committee  and  school  administration  meet  monthly  with  representatives  of 
Parent-Teachers’  Organizations.  They  have  been  most  active  in  studying  the 
various  proposals  to  meet  the  school  housing  needs  of  an  increasing  elementary 
population. 

Parks  &,  Playground  Board:  Mr.  F.  Curtis,  School  Committee  representa¬ 
tive.  The  dedication  of  the  F.  Herget  Athletic  Complex  on  the  grounds  of  the 
Braintree  High  School  property  was  held  upon  the  completion  of  the  2,000  seat 
stadium  and  sport  fields  in  September  1985.

Fiscal  Year  1986  School  Budget 

The  Braintree  School  Committee,  the  administration  and  staff  were  suc¬ 
cessful  in  their  effort  to  reduce  or  level  fund  expenditures  in  every  area  of  the 
FY  1986  school  budget  except  for  the  salaries  of  personnel.  These  are  negoti¬ 
ated  with  the  four  major  unions  representing  employees.  The  school  budget, 
combined  with  state  and  federal  grant  and  rental  income,  is  adequate  to  provide 
the  services  and  educational  programs  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  Braintree  Public  Schools. 

In  May  1985,  Town  Meeting  approved  a  School  Budget  for  the  1986  fiscal 
year  in  a  total  amount  of  $15,911,111.00,  as  presented  by  the  School  Commit¬ 
tee.  This  is  an  increase  of  6.5%  due  to  salary  increases. 

The  School  Committee  is  most  appreciative  of  the  Town  Meeting  support 
to  public  education. 

In  1985  the  Braintree  School  Committee  considered  many  other  matters 
which  are  described  in  the  official  minutes  of  the  School  Committee  meetings. 
Because  of  space  constraints,  this  Annual  Report  for  1985  provides  information 
on  only  a  few  matters  of  major  concern  and  mutual  interest.

BRAINTREE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


The  Braintree  Public  Schools  experienced  a  year  of  educational  progress  in 
1985  due  to  the  support  and  commitment  from  parents,  town  officials,  teachers, 
administrators,  students,  and  support  personnel  in  our  schools. 

In  the  constantly  changing  environment  in  which  we  exist,  there  are  daily 
challenges  that  go  beyond  educational  issues  —  to  financial,  social  and  public  re¬ 
lations  matters.  Without  the  assistance  of  aU  segments  of  the  community,  many 
of  these  issues,  if  not  resolved,  would  have  a  deleterious  effect  on  the  education 
of  our  schoolchildren. 

The  increase  in  the  enrollment  at  the  kindergarten  and  first  grade  levels, 
for  example,  has  required  the  School  Department  to  consider  additional  housing 
to  relieve  overcrosded  elementary  schools.  For  the  first  time  since  closing  five 
elementary  schools  in  June  1981,  some  schoolchildren  are  being  taught  at  alter¬ 
native  sites. 


All  of  the  Lakeside  kindergarten  children  are  housed  on  a  temporary  basis 
in  three  classrooms  at  the  Monatiquot  School  on  Brow  Avenue.  The  remainder 
of  the  building  is  being  utilized  by  the  South  Shore  Day  Care  Center.  Thirty 
very  young  children  in  the  pre-school  program  are  transported  daily  to  some 
very  spacious  and  surplus  classrooms  in  Braintree  High  School.  Due  to  excellent 
cooperation  from  adminstrators  and  staffs  at  aU  levels,  these  programs  are  doing 
well  in  the  temporary  quarters. 


The  administration  and  staff  are  now  faced  with  the  longer  range  solution 
to  a  growing  elementary  population.  The  School  Advisory  Board,  under  the 
leadership  of  Robert  Morrill,  a  parent  in  the  Liberty  School  district,  has  been  a 
very  accessible  means  for  parents  and  interested  citizens  to  discuss  various  plans 
to  meet  future  housing  needs.

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CHAPTER  188  —  The  Public  School  Improvement  Act  of  1985 


The  economic  climate  of  the  early  1980’s  produced  Proposition  IVi  which 
almost  immediately  forced  major  reductions  in  staff  and  in  all  other  facets  of 
public  education  except  those  programs  related  to  special  education.  Fortu¬ 
nately,  the  fiscal  wellbeing  of  Massachusetts  has  improved  since  then  and  the 
need  for  a  better  education,  more  skilled  labor  force  to  meet  anticipated  growth 
in  industry  and  business  has  created  a  much  more  supportive  citizenry  at  all 
levels  for  improvements  in  public  education.  After  many  months  of  give  and 
take  among  all  the  constituencies,  the  Great  and  General  Court  enacted  into  law 
a  comprehensive  law  that  provides  a  variety  of  benefits  that  cities  and  towns 
may  use  to  improve  the  quality  of  public  education. 

Three  sections  of  the  School  Improvement  Act  had  immediate  effects  in 
Braintree.  First,  the  School  Department  moved  rapidly  to  organize  School  Im¬ 
provement  Councils  in  each  of  the  five  elementary  and  two  middle  schools. 
Each  Council  is  composed  of  the  principal,  three  teachers,  two  parents  of  child¬ 
ren  in  the  school,  and  one  community  representative  who  in  Braintree  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Braintree  School  Committee.  The  Councils  were  established  to  en¬ 
courage  more  parent  and  citizen  involvement  in  the  schools  and,  as  an  incentive, 
ten  dollars  per  child  was  appropriated  in  the  law  for  use  by  the  School  Councils 
to  establish  innovative  academic  programs  or  expanded  student  services,  or  to 
purchase  instructional  equipment  or  expend  funds  for  any  other  purposes  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  intent  of  the  Act  and  the  goals  of  the  school  system.  A  total  of 
$23,000  has  been  placed  in  an  account  for  use  by  the  School  Councils. 

Another  section  of  the  School  Improvement  Act  allows  cities  and  towns 
to  raise  the  minimum  salary  of  teachers  to  $18,000.  The  law  requires  that  this 
section  of  the  law  be  accepted  by  the  School  Committee  and  adopted  by  Town 
Meeting  action.  Although  very  few  teachers  in  Braintree  receive  less  than 
$18,000,  about  seven  individuals  on  the  first  three  steps  of  the  salary  schedule 
will  benefit  for  at  least  the  two  year  period  the  state  is  willing  to  cover  the  cost. 
It  is  expected  that,  due  to  normal  negotiated  salary  increases,  the  minimum  sal¬ 
ary  for  teachers  in  Braintree  will  be  in  excess  of  $18,000  at  the  end  of  this  two 
year  period. 

A  third  feature  of  the  law  is  called  the  Professional  Development  Grant. 
It  provides  a  “bonus”  to  teachers  from  a  grant  that  is  distributed  on  a  per  pupil 
basis  using  the  October  1  enrollments.  In  fiscal  year  1986  this  amount  is 
$114,384,  or  about  $650  per  eligible  recipient. 

Again,  both  the  School  Committee  and  Town  Meeting  must  approve  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  this  grant  money.  The  qualifications  for  eligibility  are  set  forth  in 
the  statute  but  the  conditions  under  which  the  monies  will  be  dispersed  are 
subject  to  negotiations  with  the  affected  bargaining  unions.  The  Braintree 
School  Committee  and  the  Braintree  Education  Association  have  tentatively 
agreed  to  a  list  of  school-related  activities  that  would  qualify  teachers  to  receive 
the  professional  development  bonus. 
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Other  sections  of  the  law  mandate  the  development  of  a  new  management 
plan  for  the  State  Department  of  Education,  a  state  assessment  annually  of  pupil 
achievement  in  all  public  schools.  It  provides  Equal  Educational  Opportunity 
Grants  for  cities  and  towns  which  spend  less  than  the  state  average  for  per  pupil 
expenditures,  and  monies  for  early  childhood  programs,  educational  technology, 
teacher  training,  and  incentive  programs,  and  funding  for  a  host  of  other  pro¬ 
grams  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  in  the  public  schools.  Overall  it  is  a 
commitment  by  the  Governor  and  state  legislature  of  $211,000,000  during  the 
first  two  years  of  the  enactment  of  the  law. 

ACCREDITATION  OF  SCHOOLS 

Following  the  very  successful  and  beneficial  evaluation  of  Braintree  High 
School  by  the  administration  and  staff  and  external  committee  of  visiting  edu¬ 
cators  for  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  the  Braintree 
School  Committee  approved  a  recommendation  that  all  of  the  other  schools 
undergo  the  process  with  NEASC.  The  elementary  and  middle  schools  have 
already  formed  steering  committees  in  each  school  and  representatives  of  the 
New  England  Association  have  met  with  the  administrators  and  staff  of  these 
schools  to  explain  the  process  leading  to  accredited  status. 

In  the  meantime,  the  staff  at  Braintree  High  School  are  reviewing  carefully 
each  recommendation  of  the  NEASC  visiting  committee.  The  two-year  follow¬ 
up  report  by  Braintree  High  School  is  due  in  June  1986  and  the  staff  must 
indicate  how  they  have  responded  to  each  recommendation.  At  this  time  a 
large  number  of  recommendations  have  been  implemented  with  others  in  the 
process  of  completion. 

In  order  to  remain  in  an  accredited  status,  the  complete  process  of  self- 
evaluation  and  evaluation  by  a  visiting  committee  must  be  repeated  each  ten 
year  period.

—  taxes,  department  receipts,  revenue  sharing  and  electric  depreciation  funds, 
until  they  are  needed.  It  is  not  to  be  confused  with  investments  of  Trust  Funds, 
that  earned  $144,913.48  —  or  other  funds,  such  as  Conservation,  Stabilization, 
Paul  W.  Jackson  Fund,  and  Special  Retirement  Funds  which  earned 
$330,558.07  in  1985.

Comparing  interest  earned  income  of  1984,  which  amounted  to 
$1,052,352.00,  to  interest  earned  income  of  1985,  there  is  a  decrease  of 
$63,018.04.  The  reason  for  this  decrease  can  be  partly  attributed  to  interest 
rate  average  of  9.65%  in  1984  compared  to  7.60%  in  1985. 

Borrowing  of  $14,000,000.00  in  1984  to  meet  Town  obligations  due  to 
late  tax  bills  of  April  and  October  was  reduced  to  $5,000,000.00  for  1985  to 
cover  delayed  taxes  in  April  only.  This  resulted  in  reduced  cost  of  borrowing 
interest  of  $164,214.81  vs  $20,800.00,  or  $143,414.81  less  for  1985.

Action  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Trust  Funds  is  governed  by  the 
following  sections  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws: 

SECTION  46  —  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds 
and  securities  of  such  trust  funds  and  shall  invest  and  reinvest  them  and  expend 
therefrom  monies  as  directed  by  the  Commissioners.  The  Treasurer  shall  furnish 
a  bond  satisfactory  to  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

SECTION  47  —  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  so  far  as  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  terms  of  the  trusts,  manage  and  control  the  same,  and  distribute 
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the  income  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  respective  trusts.  The  Board 
shall  keep  a  record  of  its  meetings  at  the  close  of  each  financial  year,  shall  make 
a  report  to  the  Town,  showing  the  total  amount  of  the  funds  and  their  invest¬ 
ments,  receipts,  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  same,  setting  forth  in  de¬ 
tail  the  sources  of  the  receipts  and  the  purposes  of  the  expenditures. 

Regular  posted  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  and  the  minutes  of  each 
meeting  are  kept  in  a  bound  record  book.
